THREE ITALIAN SAILORS HELD 
AFTER KILLING OF EDITOR 


French Officials at Tunis Also 

Press Inquiry Into Anti-Fascist 

‘Punitive Expedition.’ 
By the Associated Press. 

TUNIS, Tunisia, Sept. 
French authorities charged three 
Italian sailors today with the 
murder of Joseph Meiceli, anti- 
Fascist newspaper editor, in his of- 
fice here. At the same time, of- 
ficials pressed an investigation of 
an alleged anti-Fascist “punitive 
expedition”. from adjacent Libya. 

Seven Italian sailors were ques- 
tioned, but were released before 
two Italian training ships left 
Tunis this morning as scheduled. 

Clashes between Fascists and 
anti-Fascists were coincident with 
the visit of the Italian training 
ships Amerigo Vespucci and Co- 
lombo to this French protectorate 
neighboring Italy’s Libya. Miceli 
was killed and four cadets wound- 
ed in a fight after the cadets went 
to his office to object to a news- 
paper article. 

(Reports in Rome said Miceli was 
really Giuseppe Bresciani, exiled 
Italian Communist, who fired into 
a group of unarmed cadets who 
then disarmed him and killed him 
with his own pistol.)

RUTH ROLAND, STAR OF OLD 
TIME MOVIE THRILLERS, DIES 


Actress Who Often Risked Life in 

Spectacular Action, Had Been 

“ Til Long Time, 
By the Associated Press. 

HOLLYWOOD, Cal. Sept. 22.— 
Ruth Roland, star of the silent 
movie serial “thrillers” of 20 years 
ago, died today at her home here. 
She had been ill a long time. Her 
actor husband, Ben Bard, was with 
her when she died. 

Miss Roland entered motion pic- 
tures in 1912. She retired from the 
screen about 10 years ago and made 
a fortune, estimated at $3,500,000 
even during the depression, in Los 
Angeles real estate. 

“Ruth of the Rockies,” “Ruth of 
the Range,’ “The Timber Queen,” 
and a host of other Wild West 
plays were hardly less spectacular 
than the realty development on her 
property. In short order it was 
converted from wide waste areas 
east of Beverly Hills into what has 
been known as “the miracle mile” 
of business property on Wilshire 
boulevard, housing 3kyscrapers. 

Miss Roland went back to the 
movies occasionally and made some 
vaudeville tours. 

She suffered for many years from 
an injury to the vertebra, suffered 
during one of her cowboy serial 
pictures when she was thrown from 
a horse. She was 40 years old.

CATTLE HIGHEST IN 18 YEARS 


Packers Pay $19.50 Per Hundred 
for Steers at Chicago.

CHICAGO, Sept. 22.—The highest 
cattle price in 18 years—$19.50 per 
hundredweight—was paid in the 
Chicago Livestock Market today. 

With one exception it was the 
top steer price of record for Sep- 
tember. It surpassed all previous 
prices in the cattle trade since De- 
cember, 1919, when $21.50 bought a 
load of choice steers. Scarcity of 
grain-fed steers in the face of a 
brisk demand was the basis of the 
advance. 


Flag Prices Up in Japan.

10 DEATH IN AUTO: 
COMPANIONS HELD 


E. W. McGarry Killed — 
Charles Bartold, Driving, 
and Herman Kohn in 


Back Seat Detained. 


FATAL WOUND IN 
BACK OF HEAD 


Driver Says Bookmaker 
Told Him Victim Tried to 
‘Muscle In’ on Handbook 
Profits. 


Edward W. McGarry, a profes- 
sional bondsman, was shot to death 


in an automobile on Manchester 
road west of Kirkwood last night, 
during a ride with Herman Kohn, 
a Maplewood bookmaker, and 
Charles Bartold, an unemployed 
laborer. 

Bartold told police the shots came 
from the back seat of the automo- 
bile, which was occupied by Kohn. 
The bookmaker’s statement was 
that they came from an automobile 
which drew up alongside of McGar- 
ry’s car. 

The revolver from which the 
shots were fired was recovered by 
police this morning, just off the 
shoulder of Manchester road near 
Barrett Station road, where, Bar- 
told said, he had turned around 
after the shooting to drive back to 
the Maplewood Police Station with 
McGarry dead beside him in the 
front seat. 

Shot in Back of Head. 

One bullet entered the back of 
McGarry’s head, ranged down and 
emerged from kis mouth. The other 
went in at the back of his neck 
and came out in front. Both wounds 
were powder burned, indicating the 
bullets were fired at close range. 

One of the bullets lodged th the 
lial of the automobile’s speedome- 
ter, jamming it at an indicated 
peed of 70 miles an hour. That, 
Bartold said, was the speed _ at 
which they were traveling when 
the shots were fired. Kohn said 
they were going only “20 or 30 
miles an hour” at the time. 

In his statement to Maplewood 
police and St. Louis County Deputy 
Sheriffs, Bartold related that Kohn 
told him, before the automobile ride 
began, that McGarry had been try- 
ing to “muscle in” on the profits 
of his handbook shop at 7207 Man- 
chester avenue. Despite that state- 
ment, he said, McGarry and Kohn 
appeared to be on good terms while 
he was wit hthem, and there had 
been no quarrel before the shoot- 
ing. 

Kohn denied McGarry had at- 
tempted to “muscle in” on his hand- 
book profits, and said he had made 
no such statement to Bartold. He 
had not known McGarry, he said, 
umil yesterday afternoon when 
McGarry introduced himself when 
they met in a saloon next to his 
handbook shop. 

Killed Kidnaper in 1930. 

Both Bartold and Kohn were held 
at Clayton for the Coroner. Kohn, 
51 years old, lives at 6274 Cates ave- 
nue, University City. In 1930, when 
he owned a chain of handbook 
shops in St. Louis, he shot and 
killed Oliver Honig, one of three 
men who were attempting to kid- 
nap Kohn and his partner, William 
Rutstein. The killing was listed as 
a justifiable homicide. 

McGarry, when killed, was riding 
around St. Louis County, without 
particular destination, after drink- 
ing with Bartold and Kohn. 

Tells of Shooting. 

McGarry and Kohn had been 
drinking in a saloon at 7205 Man- 
chester avenue, Maplewood, next 
door to Kohn’s handbook shop when 
Bartold joined them about 5 o’clock 
yesterday afternoon. McGarry was 
drunk, and Kohn was “in no con- 
dition to drive,” he told police, so 
the two asked Bartold to drive 
them around in McGarry’s automo- 
bile. 

They stopped first at a saloon 
near Big Bend road and Clayton 
road in Richmond Heights, where, 
Bartold said, Kohn told him of Mc- 
Garry’s attempt to “muscle in,” and 
then headed out Manchester road. 
McGarry was in the front seat, be- 
side Bartold, who was at the wheel, 
and Kohn took the back seat. 

Just west of the Kirkwood city 
limits, Bartold told police, he heard 
the shots. 

“There were two or three shots, 
I was so scared I couldn’t tell how 
many,” he related. “The flaghes 
blinded me, but I could tell the 
shots came from the back geat. 

Recounts Conversation. 

“McGarry slumped over beside 
me, and I said: ‘My God, he’s been 
shot.’ 

“Kohn said: ‘Yes, keep on driving, 
they are still following us.’ 

“I looked into the rear view 
mirror. There was a machine way 
back there and I didn’t think it pos- 
sible the shots had come from there, 
it was so far back. 


“I said: ‘Did you do this?’ Kohn 


JAPANESE PLANES BOMB 
NANKING, CANTON, KILLING 
HUNDREDS OF CIVILIANS 


ROOSEVELT GOES 
WEST 10 FEEL

This Is Common Explana- 


tion of Dash, Although It 
Is Not Admitted in Of.- 
ficial Statement. 


STATE OF POLITICAL 
EMERGENCY HINTED 


Such Important Measures 
Planned, It Is Thought, 
That He Trusts No One 
Else in Advance Work.

ABOARD PRESIDENT ROOSE- 
VELT’S SPECIAL TRAIN, EN 
ROUTE TO PACIFIC COAST, Sept. 
22.—President Roosevelt departed 
today on a flying trip to the Pa- 
cific Northwest, under circum- 
stances which seem to indicate a 
belief on hi spart that a state of 
political emergency exists. Accord- 
ing to his own recent statements, 
conditions in Europe and Asia 
make it awkward, if not risky, for 
him to stir out of Washington at 
this time. Yet he fs taking two 
weeks out, traveling 6000 miles, 
with the only ostensible purposes of 
making a speech at Bonpeville 
Dam, visiting his daughter in Seat- 
tle, and having lunch with the 
Lieutenant-Governor of British Co- 

lumbia., 

That is the official explanation 
of this extraordinary dash, Of 
course, no one takes the explana- 
tion seriously. The commonest be- 
lief among informed observers is 
that the President has arrived at 
a characteristically quick decision 
to ascertain, for himself, how people 
in the West feel about his policies, 
and, in particular, how they feel 
about his reiterated determination 
to “reform” the Supreme Court, 

His First Appearances. 

His first public appearance on 
the trip will be a train platform 
talk Friday morning at Cheyenne, 
Wyo., home town of Senator O’Ma- 
honey, who was a leader of the 
recent successful fight against the 
President’s plan to pack the court. 
On the same day he will also ap- 
pear in Wendover and Casper, in 
the same State. Next day he will 
detrain in Gardiner, Mont., home 
State of Senator Burton K. 
Wheeler, another leader in the 
fight against his court-packing ad- 
venture. 

At his press conference at Hyde 
Park yesterday, the President 
warned reporters against reading 
significance into the stopping places 
on his itinerary. It was a warning 
which went virtually unheeded. It 
would be extremely difficult to find 
a reporter—or anyone else—in the 
President’s party, who believes that 
his stops in Wyoming and Mon- 
tana are the result of mere coin- 
cidence. He has said that the trip 
is primarily’ one of “observation” 
—of “intake” rather than “outgo.” 
But what he purposes to “observe” 
—what it is that he desires to “in- 
take”—has not been satisfactorily 
explained. That he would make 
such a trip, at such a time, merely 
to look over a few dams and 
reclamation projects, is hardly to be 
considered seriously. 

Question of Nebraska. 

At the same time the President 
spoke reproachfully of newspaper 
stories which, he said, represented 
him as purposely arranging his 
itinerary to avoid an appearance in 
Nebraska, home state of Senator 
Burke (Dem.), another leader of 
the opposition to the court packing 
plan. Roosevelt said he regretted 
the fact that his train would cross 
Nebraska during the night, but that 
any other arrangement would pro- 
long his trip by one day. 

Moreover, he also regretted his 
inability to appear in Butte, the 
home of Senator Wheeler. The 
cause of his “regret” on this count 
was not explained, but nobody in 
his party is under the impression 
that he would like to visit with 
Wheeler or entertain him on the 
train. 

The administration would like to 
take Wheeler for a ride, but not 
that kind. It would like to take 
him for a ride politically. 

The gist of the President’s ad- 
monitions on the subject was that 
no political significance should be 
read either into his appearances or 
his failures to appear. The response 
to his warning may be measured by

BODIES OF DEAD 
PILED IN STREETS 


Non-Combatants, Fleeing 
to Country, Seek Refuge 
Under Trains as Bombers 
Return Twice More.

HONGKONG, Sept. 22.—Japanese 
bombing planes made a series of 
raids on Canton, chief city of South- 
ern China today. It was reported 
that 300 persons were killed. 

The fourth attack of the day and 
the sixth within 24 hours came in 
mid-afternoon. 

Foreign eyewitnesses told of piles 
of bodies, most of them civilians, 
in the streets of the southern 
Chinese metropolis. 


The Japanese airmen apparently | 


were trying to crush the morale of 
the Canton populace. Railway 
facilities were taxed by throngs try- 
ing to flee from the city. 

Foreign observers gescribed the 
scene at the railway station. Men, 
women and children sought safety 
under two trains standing near the 
station. The trains were rocked by 
explosions while the refugees 
huddled under them. 

Six fires broke out after the 
third onslaught in which nine large 
warcraft dived and wheeled above 
the city for an hour this afternoon, 
dumping great cargoes of explo- 
sives. 

Many civilians were suffering 
from the deafening concussions of 
bombs. There were no official 
statements on the loss of life or 
property. 

Eyewitnesses gave only frag- 
mentary accounts of the attacks, 
including a report that four of the 
attacking planes were shot down 
either by anti-aircraft fire or 
Chinese planes. 

The first raid started at 2 a. m. 
and lasted four hours during which 
the raiders, their number unde- 
termined, divided their time be- 
tween beating off defense planes 
and dumping bombs. 

Forty minutes after they had 
withdrawn, six bombers swept into 
action for nearly an hour. 

Officers of the British freighter 
Shun Chih which had been detained 
by Japanese destroyers 80 miles off 
Hongkong yesterday saw several 
bombers return to an_ aircraft 
carrier and reported one crashed 
into the sea, apparently out of fuel. 

Canton is about 60 miles north- 
west of Hongkong, on the Canton 
River. 


CHIEF JUSTICE BACK IN CAPITAL 


Hughes Will Preside Over Judges’ 
Conference Beginning Tomorrow.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 22.—Chief 
Justice Charles Evans Hughes re- 
turned to Washington from his 
summer vacation yesterday, but de- 
clined comment on any current 
issues. 

Accompanied by Mrs. Hughes, he 
motored from New York, where he 
had been 10 days. Previously he 
had spent the summer in New 
Hampshire and Canada. The Chief 
Justice will preside over the annual 
conference of senior Circuit Court 
Judges beginning tomorrow. The 
new term of the Supreme Court be- 
gins Oct. 4.

To prove the point, they had pic- 
tures of long-gowned Chinese 
bowing to a line of bayonet- 
armed Japanese soldiers. 


WPAN SAYS T 
REGRETS ATTACK 
ON BRITISH ENVOY 


Note on Wounding of Am- 
bassador to China by 
Aerial Machine-Gunners 
Submitted to England. 


By the Associated Press. 

TOKIO, Sept. 22-—Japan today 
expressed regret for the wounding 
of the British Ambassador to China 
in. an aerial attack outside Shang- 
hai, and British quarters said the 
note met demands for apology and 
assurance that such incidents would 
not again occur. 

The British demand for punish- 
ment of the aviators who machine- 
gunned the Ambassador, Sir Hughe 
Knatchbulk-Huguessen, on Aug. 26, 
was, however, answered ambiguous- 
ly, the British said. 

The note on this point observed: 
“It is needless to say that the Jap- 
anese Government will take suitable 
steps, whenever it is established 
that Japanese aviators killed or 
wounded intentionally, or. through 
negligence, the nationals belonging 
to a third country.” 

The note was handed to the Brit- 
ish Ambassador to Tokio, Sir Rob- 
ert L. Craigie, by Foreign Minister 
Koki Hirota. 

Text of Japan’s Note. 

The text of the note follows: 

“I now have the honor to inform 
Your Excellency that the inquiry in 
Shanghai and vicinity having been 
completed, the Japanese Govern- 
ment desire to make the following 
reply: 

“As the result of the most careful 
investigation, it has been estab- 
lished that on Aug. 26, two Japa- 
nese planes machine-gunned and 
bombed two motor cars, which were 
believed in all sincerity, to be mili-

“But it was ascertained that no 
Japanese plane had machine- 
gunned or bombed the locality 
where the Ambassador was first 
reported to have been wounded. 
However, careful study, made 
simultaneously by Japanese and 
British authorities, leads to the con- 
clusion that the position of the mo- 
tor car in question might have been 
south of Kaiting, instead of six 
miles south of Taitsang, as stated 
in an earlier British report. 

Expression of “Deep Regret.” 

“In the light of all these circum- 
stances, the Japanese Government 
consider the incident may have 
been caused by Japanese planes 
which mistook the Ambassador’s 
motor car for a military bus or 
truck. As the wounding of the 
Ambassador may thus have been 
due to action, however involuntary, 
by Japanese planes, the Japanese 
Government desire to convey to his 
Britannic Majesty’s Government a 
forma] expression of deep regret. 

“Regarding the questi.n of pun- 
ishment of the aviator concerned, 
it is needless to say that the Jap- 
anese Government will take suit- 
able steps whenever it is estab-

MADRID, Sept. 22.—Government 
forces today swept to the outskirts 
of the southern town, Granja de 
Torrehermosa, 35 miles south of 
Badajoz and near the Portuguese 
frontier. 

The civilian population abandoned 
the town, which was on fire after 
day-long artillery and airplane 
bombardment by Government 
forces, 

Insurgent defenders, with a ma- 
chine gun battery, were established 
in a cathedral tower in the center 
of the town, and fought off Govern- 
ment troops who filtered into a 
nearby cemetery to take temporary 
protection behind tombstones, said 
a communique to Madrid. 

Forty-six brigades bore the brunt 
of the fighting, which Government 
commanders said carried their ar- 
my about nine miles into Badajoz 
Province. 

Madrid newspapers made a vig- 
orous demand for seizure of houses 
which are protected by flags of 
certain South American nations 
and in which thousands of persons 
allegedly opposed to the Madrid 

Government are taking refuge, 

This action was urged as a re- 
prisal against those countries, 
many of them South American, 
which opposed the Spanish Govern- 
ment’s re-election to the League of 

Nations council. 

The newspapers made strong at- 
tacks on “those South American 
nations” which “insolently protect- 
ed Fascists in the heart of Madrid.” 

Seizure of closed legations was 
not mentioned, but newspapers em- 
phasized that other houses rented 
by South American countries 
should be taken over and their 
occupants arrested.

Chinese Reds Supporting Nanking

ernment of the Soviet Republic of 
China dissolved itself today and or- 
dered its army, a large force 
which has disturbed China’s inter- 
nal affairs for 10 years, to serve 
Generalissimo Chiang Kai-shek of 
the Nanking Central Government. 
In a manifesto the Central Ex- 
ecutive Committee of the Chinese 
Communist party announced sup- 
port of and unity with the present 
Chinese administration.

fairs Commission was announced. 
This army, mostly in Shensi, Shan- 
si and Suiyuan provinces, already 
has been designated as the Eighth

“The Chinese Communist party, 
realizing that the principles of Sun 
Yat-Sen (founder of the Chinese 
Republic) are indispensable to the 
reconstruction of China, has decid-

Senator Walsh Declares Black Im- 
posed on President Roosevelt.

WORCESTER, Mass., Sept. 22.— 
Senator David Il. Walsh (Dem.), of 
Massachusetts, today declared Jus- 
tice Hugo L. Black of Alabama, by 
not “disclosing his previous mem- 
bership in the Ku Klux Klan,” had 
obtained his elevation to the Su- 
preme Court “by deception.” 

By his silence, Walsh contended, 
Black had grossly imposed on Pres- 
ident Roosevelt and his colleagues, 
even before his confirmation. 

Walsh said any impeachment pro- 
ceedings would have to originate in 
the House, and expressed the opin- 
ion the most feasible way in which 
Black could be eliminated would 
be for the President to obtain his 
resignation. 

“From interviews and correspond- 
ence I have had with several Demo- 
cratic members of the Senate,” 
Walsh said to an Associated Press 
correspondent, “I find that prac- 
tically all of them express the 
view that Senator Black, by per- 
mitting the President to nomin- 
ate him for the United States Su- 
preme Court, and for the Senate 
to confirm him without disclosing 
to the President, or his colleagues 
in the Senate, his previous member- 
ship in the Ku Klux Klan, and by 
his silence inferentially denying the 
rumors of his Klan membership, 
imposed grossly on the President 
and the Senate and amounted to 
obtaining his elevation to the 
United States Supreme Court by 
deception.

U.§. PROTEST 10 JAPAN 
ON NANKING BOMBING 


Tokio to Be Held Responsible 
for Any Damage Suffered 
by Americans. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Sept. 22.—The 
United States put Japan formally 
under notice today that it would be 
held responsible for any damage 
suffered by Americans as a result 
of Japanese military operations in 
the Nanking area. 
In a vigorous protest against Jap- 
anese bombing attacks on the 
Chinese capital, presented to the 
Japanese Foreign Minister in Tokio, 
this Government repeated the view 
that any general bombing of such 
an extensive area of population “is 
unwarranted and contrary to princi- 
ples of law and of humanity.” 
Secretary of State Hull told hp 
press conference that the new rep 
resentation differed from those ad- 
dressed previously to the Japanese 
Government in that it constituted 
a formal written note to the Japa- 
nese Foreign Minister. The pre- 
vious protest, made on the ground 
that the threatened bombing vio- 
lated humanitarian and interna- 
tional laws, was delivered orally. 
Referring to the Japanese warn- 
ing that nationals of third powers 
evacuate the city, the note de- 
clared: “The American Government 
objects to such jeopardizing of the 
lives of its nationals and of non- 
combatants generally and to the 
suggestion that its officials and na- 
tionals now residing in and around 
Nanking should withdraw from the 
areas in which they are lawfully 
carrying on their legitimate activ- 
ities. 
“The American Government 
strongly objects to the creation of 
a situation in consequence of which 
the American Ambassador and oth- 
er agencies of this Government are 
confronted with the alternative of 
abandoning their establishments or 
being exposed to grave hazards. 
“The American Government, 


. therefore reserving all rights on its 


own behalf and on behalf of Amer- 
ican nations in respect to dam- 
ages which result from Japanese 
military operations in the Nanking 
area, expresses the earnest hope 
that further bombing in and around 
the city of Nanking will be avoid- 
ed.” 

The new protest is in the form 
which under ordinary diplomatic 
procedure calls for a reply. 

The note was delivered by Ameri- 
can Ambassador Joseph C. Grew at 
about the time that Japanese planes 
were bombing the Chinese capital. 
Hull, indicating that some reply 
had been received from the Jap- 
anese Foreign Office, said official 
reports weer that one shell explod- 
ed in the American Embassy com- 
pound during the raid.

In the second raid, at 1:50 p. m., 
the Japanese planes droned over at 
a great height because of the seri- 
ous damage they had previously 
suffered from the Chinese pursuit 
planes. They dropped their bombs 
from an estimated altitude of two 
miles. 

The capital’s anti-aircraft de- 
fenses fired many shells and forced 
the Japanese planes to return to 
their bases at Shanghai. 

One Chinese anti-aircraft shell 
just missed the Embassy building, 
which housed 20 American ref- 
ugees, and tore a hole nearby. 
Shell fragments spattered against 
the gate house of the Embassy 
compound, 

The British embassy refused to 
evacuate, and warned the Japanese 
they would be held strictly ac- 
countable for any loss of British 
lives and property. 

In Shanghai, Japanese officials 
said that notwithstanding the 
American and British protests, 
Japan had not abandoned its an- 
nounced intention of destroying 
Nanking as the center of Chinese 
resistance.

150,000 Defense Troops Entrenched Along 
100-Mile Barrier—Major Battle 
Expected. 


By. the Associated Press. 

PEIPING, Sept. 22.—The south- 
ward thrust of the Japanese expedi- 
tionary force in North China today 
pushed the Chinese back to their 
strong defense line cutting from 
east to west across Central Hopeh 
province. 

A Japanese army of 60,000 men 
had advanced 70 miles south from 
Peiping to within two miles of the 
defense line on the western flank 
in the Paotingfu sector. On the 
eastern wing, a strong Japanese 
column occupied the last village 
five miles north of Tsangchow. 

A major battle that probably 
would decide the fate of North 
China was thought to be imminent. 
Foreign military observers said 
that, if Japan could break the 100- 
mile barrier of concrete forts and 
dugouts stretching from Paotingfu 
to Tsangchow, Chinese resistance 
north of the Yellow River would 
be crushed. 

150,000 Fresh Men in Line. 
The Chinese were known to have 
two field armies of regular troops, 
numbering at least 150,000 well- 
trained men, entrenched along the 
line. They were fresh troops which 
have not yet been in battle. 

The Japanese, on the other hand, 
have had to fight doggedly for 
every foot of their advance, Chi- 
nese provincial divisions have held 
up the Japanese drive for two 
months, fighting a slow withdrawal 
action. 

As they fell back on the prepared 
defense line the Chinese regional 
troops dug in to bolster the already 
strong position. The Chinese were 
overwhelmingly strong numerically 
and were thought to have adequate 
artillery and mechanized units.to 
meet the Japanese mechanized 
army. 

Japanese reported they encoun- 
tered only smal] resistance in the 
last three miles beyond captured 
Ansuhsien, the next sizable town 
above Paotingfu on the railroad 
from Peiping to Hankow. 
Paotingfu is about 80 miles 
southwest of Peiping and the for- 
tified Chinese line runs along the 
Tsao River about 10 miles to the 
north. 

United States consular officials 
were concerned for the safety of 
Americans in the regions, particu- 
larly as they were receiving scant 
response to offers to evacuate them 
to safety in Manila. 

Hundreds of Americans remain In 
North China—mostly missionaries 
and educators—but the only appli- 
cants to the Consul in Tientsin 
were nine Filipinos and an Amer- 
ican-born Chinese family.

Both provinces have long been 
earmarked by Japan for inclusion 
in an autonomous North China 
state along with already partly cap- 
tured Hopeh and Chahar provinces 
and Suiyuan, where Gen. Fu’s 
eastern defenses were slowly crum- 
bling before the assaults of the 
Japanese Kwantung army from 
Manchoukuo. 

Some observers considered that 
the Nanking Government had not 
pressed Gen. Han too far because 
he might be needed in the event 
of a Japanese victory as the cen- 
tral figure of an acceptable com- 
promise for a new North China ad- 
ministration. 

Han, a stern autocrat who rose 
from the ranks, has shared the 
Japanese hatred of Communism in 
his public statements, making him 
theoretically eligible to co-operate 
with the Japanese whom he has 
expertly held at arm’s length for 
many years without completely 
alienating the friendship of either 
Nanking or Tokio. 

No Longer Able to Dominate. 

The 55-year-old Yen is not now 
believed to be an important factor 
in the situation as he is in failing 
health and is no longer able to 
dominate bis officials. 

Unless the Nanking Government 
collapses, giving Yen an oppor- 
tunity to transfer his paper alle- 
giance to Japan without losing 
face, it is expected the Japanese 
army will consider it necessary to 
deal a death blow to his power. 

While an ultimate Japanese effort

Check Marks Approved. 

The slips returned by Hancock 
and Sherman were introduced in 
separate stacks, without any testi- 
mony as to which was which.

3 HELD AS ROBBERS 
COUAPE AT GLEVELAND 


Fugitive Missouri Convicts 
Slug Jailers; One Found in 
Child’s Play Tent.

| CLEVELAND, Sept. 22.—Charles 
Bird, Frank Bird and James Wid- 
mer, escaped Missouri convicts 
awaiting trial for a series of Cleve- 
land bank robberies, fled from the 
Cuyahoga County jail today with 
another prisoner after slugging 
two jailers. 

The Bird brothers, Widmer and 
Theodore Slapik, armed with re- 
volvers and a knife, beat two dep- 


uty sheriffs, ran to an elevator and 
assaulted the elevator operator and 
made their way to the ground floor 
from their cell block in the jail 
tower. Dashing into the street, they 
took the automobile of Municipal 
Judge Louis Petrash and sped 
away. 

In their flight the automobile 
struck a woman, breaking both her 
legs. An hour and a half after the 
break Slapik was captured hiding 
in a child’s play tent near’ the 
jail. Scores of policemen patroled 
the city looking for the Bird -broth- 
ers and Widmer. 

Police could not understand how 
the men obtained their weapons, 
as they had been held in fourth- 
floor cells, and were permitted to 
have few visitors. 

The Birds and Widmer had been 
in jail two months awaiting trial 
on several Federal bank robbery 
charges. Slapik was charged with 
the murder of a special policeman 
in a saloon holdup. 


The Bird brothers and Widmer 
were arrested for the Cleveland 
bank robberies after escaping from 
the Jefferson City Penitentiary, 
where Widmer and Frank Bird 
were serving life terms for the mur- 
der of a St. Louis policeman. 
Charles Bird, when he escaped from 
the Missouri prison, was serving a 
10-year term for robbery. 

Widmer and Frank Bird were 
two of the five robbers who shot 
and killed Patrolman John H. Gro- 
gan and a bystander, Harvey Ham- 
mett, as they fled from an attempt- 
ed robbery of the Collins Printing 
Co., 1533 Washington avenue, in 
July, 1935. 

Widmer, now 29 years old, was a 
trusty at the Jefferson City peni- 
tentiary when he disappeared last 
Feb. 15 after driving Ross Hardy, 
assistant secretary of the prison 
board, to the Capitol in an official 
automobile. The car was later 
found abandoned. : 

Frank Bird, 30 years old, walked 
away from the prison farm last Jan. 
13. During most of Gov. Park’s 
term he was a trusty, employed as 
a servant at the executive man- 
sion. 

His brother, Charles, 26, escaped 


in July, 1936, from a warehouse 
outside the prison walls.

TESTIFIES HE KILLED 
IN SELF - DEFENSE 


Ex-Convict Says East St. Louis 
Night Club Owner Drew 
Pistol.

Ralph Brindley, former convict, 
testified in his own defense today 
in his trial on a charge of the 
murder of Charles Vaughn in 
Vaughn's night club in East St. 
Louis March 28, stating he shot 
Vaughn in self-defense after 
Vaughn threatened him with a re- 
volver. 

He testified that Vaughn had 
asked him a few evenings before 
to do him a favor, the nature of 
which was not disclosed, and had 
appeared angry when he refused. 
He went into the club the night of 
March 28 to ask Vaughn about a 
tavern musician, however, he stat- 
ed, not expecting any trouble. 

“I tapped Vaughn on the shoul- 
der,” he testified, “and said, ‘Char- 
lie, I want to see you.’ Vaughn 
looked like he was mad. 

“He walked to the rear of the 
night club behind me, and just be- 
fore we got to a hallway he said, 
‘Just a second.’ He had a gun in 
his hand. He said, ‘You came down 
here looking for it, and now you're 
going to get it.’ 

“I grabbed the gun, and as I 
grabbed it, it went off. I don't 
know if it hit him. I fell in a cor- 
ner, the gun in my hand, and my 
hat fell over my face. 

“T shot up at him. When I got 
up, he walked into the main part 
of the night club. I didn’t know 
he was shot, but I heard screams 
and someone running. I thought 
they might be coming to help 
Vaughn, so I walked out the back 
door.” 

Why He Hid Under Bed. 


Brindley said he did not know 
Vaughn had been killed until he 
read newspaper accounts, and then 
was undecided about surrendering 
to police. Speaking of his arrest 
by St. Louis police who found him 
hiding under the bed of a house at 
615A North Vandeventer avenue, he 
said: “I didn’t know the officers 
were looking for me, or I'd never 
had hidden under the bed like that. 
I thought they were just in there 
looking around.” 

The defendant’s story as_ told 
from the witness stand differed 
somewhat from the statement he 
made to East St. Louis police after 
his arrest, as related earlier in the 
day by two detectives who appeared 
as State’s witnesses in the trial in 
City Judge Ralph Cook's court. 

In the statement, the detectives 
had testified, he told of wrestling 
the revolved from Vaughn's hand 
and firing at Vaughn after Vaughn 
had fired several shots at him. Sev- 
eral other State’s witnesses, includ- 
ing Vaughn’s widow, Mrs. Elsie 
Vaughn, had stated only a single 
rapid series of about three shots 
was heard. Vaughn was wounded 
three times. 

Although the State had estab- 

lished that the revolver with which 
Vaughn was shot was one ordinari- 
ly kept behind the bar of a tavern 
at 3500 Missouri avenue, where 
Brindley was employed as bartend- 
er, Brindley denied that he had 
taken it to Vaughn's place the night 
of the shooting.

YOUNG MEN ON FARMS BUYING

Pistol Found in Road. 

Bartold said he drove on west for 
about three miles, turning back 
near Barrett Station road, near 
where the revolver was found.

Farther 
east, near where the shooting oc-

Louis saloon. McGarry, Baldwin 
said, had lost $2500, his last ready 
cash, in the unsuccessful effort to 
reopen the Cahokia dog racing 
track on the East Side last July. 
He was associated with Tony Foley, 
St. Louis County gambler, in that 
venture. Plans for holding dog 
races there were called off after 
the track had been repaired and re- 
habilitated. The St. Clair County 
Sheriff had announced he would 
raid the track if it opened. 

Arrested 10 times in recent years, 
and charged with offenses such as 
larceny, kidnaping and assault to 
kill, McGarry néver had been con- 
victed. Usually when arrested he 
gave his occupation as a contractor. 

McGarry was arrested in August, 
1932, when jewelry valued at $6780, 
stolen from Dr. and Mrs. Bert 
Beebe, was found in his posses- 
sion.

TELLS HOW UNION MAN 
IDENTIFIED DETECTIVES 


Commissioner Liberman Says 
McLoughlin Was Not Cer- 
tain at First. 


Police Commissioner Samuel H. 
Liberman, in charge of the investi- 
gation to determine who flogged 
Matthew A. McLoughlin, union 
leader, told the Post-Dispatch today 
the circumstances in which Mc- 
Loughlin picked out Detectives Ly- 
man Price and William Dunman as 
his assailants. 

“McLoughlin was unable at first 
to make any identification at a roll 
call of 50 men yesterday,” Liber- 
man said. “After walking up and 
down before the lineup twice, he 
indicated the men were not there. 
So I separated the four men who 
were in the squad that arrested him 
for questioning at the time he says 
he was beaten and then he identi- 
fied the two.” 

Commissioner Liberman said he 
had not concluded his investigation, 
adding, however, that he intended 
to.make an oral report to the Police 
Board soon, probably tomorrow. 

Contradicts Business Agent. 

He recounted the circumstances 
of the identification after Ted Gra- 
ham, business agent of the Cleaners’ 
& Dye House Workers’ Union, of 
which McLoughlin is _ secretary- 
treasurer, had disclosed the names 
of the two detectives. 

Graham disclosed the names be- 
cause, he said, a statement attrib- 
uted to Liberman by a newspaper 
“left the false impression that Mc- 
Loughlin did not identify the police 
officers.” He demanded that Liber- 
man make public his findings at 
the time he submits them to the 
Police Board so that “soft-pedaling 
and whitewashing will be impos- 
sible.” 

Commissioner Liberman said that 
Graham’s statement was based. on 
an assumption of fact which was 
not true. 

Charges Detectives Beat Him. 

McLoughlin says he was beaten 
severely by two of four detectives 
who questioned him Aug. 26 about 
the smashing of a window at a 
non-union cleaning shop operated 
by Edward F. Pahl Pahl has 
boasted that it was he, not detec- 
tives, who beat the union leader.

BAR ENTERS ACTION = 
OVER ESTATE FEES 


Opposes Court View Trust 
Firms Should Not Hire 
Lawyers at Extra Cost. 


The Bar Association’s Committee 
on Unauthorized Practice of Law 
intervened in Circuit Judge William 
S. Connor’s court today in opposi- 
tion to a ruling made by Probate 
Judge Glendy B. Arnold last spring, 
in which he criticised trust compa- 
nies for seeking compensation from 
estates in Probate Court for serv- 
ices rendered by lawyers hired by 
the trust companies. 


Harry Gershenson, chairman of 
the committee, in obtaining per- 
mission from Judge Connor to file 
a brief as friend of the Court, said 
the association took the position 
that payment of outside counsel 
with funds of the estates was prop- 
er, since otherwise the trust com- 
panies would be unlawfully prac- 
ticing law. 

The case in question was an ap- 
peal from Probate Court by Gus- 
tave and C. W. Detjen, attorneys, 
who sought $400 but received only 
$150 from Judge Arnold for their 
services in connection with the es- 
tate of Mrs. Mary H. Kahn. She 
died in 1935, leaving $9394 to per- 
sons in Germany and naming the 
Mercantile-Commerce Bank & Trust 
Co. as executor. 

The bank hired the Detjens to 
represent it in ihvestigation of the 
German beneficiaries and supported 
the lawyers’ application for com- 
pensation on the ground the legal 
work required was much more than 
the usual amount necessary. The 
lawyers appealed from Judge Ar- 
nold’s award. 

The Probate Judge in his ruling 
held that trust companies have pro- 
ficient lawyers already on their 
staffs and that employment of ad- 
ditional counsel should not be nec- 
essary. 

His ruling continued, “Trust com- 
panies which hold themselves out 
to the public as  pre-eminently 
qualified and equipped to adminis- 
ter estates in this court have no 
legal right to employ, at the ex- 
pense of the estates, outside attor- 
neys to perform services which 
they (the companies) are not only 
competent to perform but which 
it is their legal duty to perform, 
That practice makes the estate pay 
double for the same services.” 

Judge Arnold, asserting 
bulk of the Detjens’ work was of 
routine nature, limited their al- 
lowance to compensation for work 
involving only the correspondence 
abroad. 

Judge Connor instructed the Bar 
Committee to file its brief within 
20 days.

Roosevelt Starts Western 
Trip to Feel Public Pulse

the fact that 21 correspondents, 
representing the leading newspa- 
pers and press associations, have 
signed up for the trip. This is about 
the same number that accompanied 
him on his last presidential cam- 
paign tour. 

May See Situation With Gravity. 

If the common belief is correct, 
that he is actuated by a desire 
to gather first-hand information on 
the state of public opinion, then 
he must view the situation with 
considerable gravity, because it has 
been less than a month since he 
received a report on it from his 
No. 1 political scout—Postmaster- 
General Farley. “Genial Jim” was 
on the road three months, visiting 
every State east of the Mississippi 
except Florida and South Carolina. 
On his return he told newspaper 
men: 

“They (the voters) are in favor 
of the Roosevelt policies through 
and through. They don’t even care 
what they are.” 

The present trip, decided on after 
this reassurance, and coming on 
the heels of the Constitution day 
address, in which the President re- 
peated his intention of bringing 
about a change in the size or pro- 
cedure of the Supreme Court, leads 
unerringly to the conclusion that 
he is bent upon measures of such 
importance that he trusts no one 
else to do the necessary pulse-feel- 
ing for him. 

No more than a week ago he was 
telling reporters that the condition 
of world affairs still made it un- 
certain whether he would take the 
Western trip. There has been no 
improvement in world affairs since 
then. On the contrary, the Jap- 
anese threat to bomb Nanking, re- 
sulting in the evacuation of the 
American Embassy there, has pro- 
duced the most critical situation 
of the Chinese-Japanese undeclared 
war, in so far as this Government 
is concerned. 

World Situation Much Worse. 

That fact is sharply emphasized 
by dispatches from London within 
the last 24 hours, stating that the 
British Government may shortly 
approach the United States to learn 
what the reaction would be in 
Washington if Britain should with- 
draw her Ambassador from Tokio. 
In other words, conditions which 
made the President uncertain a 
week ago whether he dared leave 
the capital, have since become 
much worse. 

Another aspect of the trip which 
gives rise to an interesting spec- 
ulation is the circumstance that it 
will keep Mr. Roosevelt away from 
Washington until after the time 
when Justice Hugo L. Black is 
scheduled to return from Europe, 
and take his place on the Supreme 
Court bench. The President ex- 
pects to return Oct. 6. Justice Black 
is now enroute from England, and 


the fall term of the court opens 
Oct. 4. 

Because of his precedent-break- 
ing course in taking the judicial 
oath seven days after Roosevelt 
appointed him, instead of waiting 
until the opening day of the term, 
Justice Black will be ready to 
mount the bench on that day, 
uuless unforeseen events intervene. 

In his only formal statement on 
the charges that Justice Black is, 
or has been, a member of the Ku 
Klux Klan, the President said 
there would be no further com- 
ment until Black’s return. He re- 
peated that position at his press 
conference yesterday. That, to- 
gether with his oral statement that 
he knew nothing of any Klan con- 
nection when he appointed Black, 
led to the conclusion that he would 
demand a prompt explanation upon 
the new Justice’s arrival, and that, 
if the explanation proved to be un- 
satisfactory, he might even ask him 
to resign. 

The Problem Over Black. 

Obviously, it would be far more 
embarrassing to ask for Black’s 
resignation after he had begun to 
perform his duties ag a member of 
the court, than before he ascended 
the bench. Consequently, the ques- 
tion arises whether the President 
would deliberately create a situa- 
tion pregnant with embarrassment 
for himself. 

This and kindred questions have 
tended to produce a belief—now 
rather widely held—that he may 
let the appointment stand. It is 
strengthened by the additional con- 
viction, also widespread, that Jus- 
tice Black would not resign if the 
President asked him to. Finally, 
a factor to be considered is whether 
the President would not deem it 
more expedient to stand by his ap- 
pointee, and endure whatever pen- 
alties such a course -involved, than 
to admit a colossal blunder.

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LITCHFIELD, Iil., 
Locked-out employes of the Amer- 
ican Radiator Co. were told by or- 
ganizers for an independent union 
here that the local plant would be 
reopened only if they withdrew 
from the Cl1O-affiliated Amalga- 
mated Association of Iron, Stee] and 
Tin Workers and joined the inde- 
pendent organization, according to 
testimony introduced today before 
Herbert Wenzel, trial examiner for 
the National Labor Relations 
Board, who is hearing charges that 
the firm has been guilty of unfair 
labor practices. 

Adolphus Bryant, a Negro, who 
had been in the employ of the com- 
pany since 1919, .estified he was 
approached by John Easterly, ac- 
tive in the organization of the in- 
dependent Litchfield radiator work- 
ers’ union, and asked to sign a 
white membership slip despite the 
fact that he had already signed one 


of the CIO’s blue cards. 
Questioned by David C. Shaw of 


ney, Bryant said Easterly had told) 
him it was the only way in which 
the plant would be reopened. 

“IT have good reason to believe 
that it will be opened in a week 
if we get 120 signatures,” Bryant 
quoted the organizer. According to 
the CIO, there are about 240 
workers eligible for union member- 
ship. Easterly also promised a 
two-weeks’ vacation with pay and 
a 10 per cent salary increase, Bry- 
ant said. 

About the “White Slip.” 

Over his protest that he did not 
think it proper to sign a “white 
slip” after having joined the CIO 
local, Fred Andres, another mem- 
bership solicitor, told him that the 
men would never go back under the 
CIO, but assured him that he 
would not injure his standing in

slip,” the witness declared. He also 
said Andres, a plant mechanic, told 
him the NIRB would never come 
to Litchfield as long as the plant 
was closed down. 

Bryant described a meeting held 
at Easterly’s home. About 150 men 
were there to be addressed by Dale

“and I said ‘sure, that’s the trick 
now.

MAIL FRAUD DENIED 
BY STOGK OPERATOR 


Philip H. Philbin Jr. Arraigned 
Attorney Says He Is “‘Prac- 
tically Broke.”

NEW YORK, Sept. 22.—Philip 


H. Philbin Jr., 39-year-old stock 
market operator from Denver, 
pleaded not guilty today to an in- 
dictment charging him with con- 
spiracy and using the mails to de- 
fraud. 
Bail was fixed at $30,000 over the 
objections of Philbin’s counsel, 
Maurice J. McCarthy, once a can- 
didate for the United States Sen- 
ate from California, who said he 
was appearing at the request of 
Philbin’s widowed mother, a resi- 
dent of Los Angeles. 
Philbin was arrested yesterday 
by Department of Justice agents 
as he sat in a car on Park avenue. 
He was indicted in 1933 while he 
was abroad. Tne Government 
charged he’used the mails to de- 
fraud investors of Atlas Tack Co. 
of $600,000. 
“Practically Broke,” Lawyer Says. 
Philbin, who spent the night in 
the house of detention, wore a 
checkered sports coat, gray trou- 
sers, polka dot tie and carried his 
hat in his hands, which were hand- 
cuffed behind him while he awaited 
arraignment. 
Assistant United States District 
Attorney Leo C. Fennelly asked for 
$50,000 bail. He told the Court Phil- 
bin had been a fugitive for two and 
a half years. He said Philbin had 
lived in exclusive apartments and 
hotels since his return to New York 
from abroad, and had spent money 
freely on a trip around the world 
and had $1500 in cash when ar- 
rested, 
McCarthy insisted Philbin was 
The indictment named 12 other 
defendants. Five were dismissed 
and a jury disagreed in the cases 
Finally, two 
defendants, William Jarvis and 
Samuel Gaines, were convicted of 
fraud in Boston and sentenced to 
five years’ imprisonment. 
Philbin began his world tour be- 
fore the indictment. As extradi- 
tion is impossible for mail fraud 
charges, Fennelly bided his time 
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at reports that Philbin was hunt- 
ing lions in Egypt.

final conclusion, results of a study 
at St. Louis University School of 
Medicine indicate quite clearly that 
some degree of protection is afford- 
ed against the virus of sleeping 
sickness by the blood serum of an 
individual who had the disease in 
1933, Dr. G. O. Broun, professor of 
medicine, told the St. Louis Medical 
Society last night at a meeting at 
3839 Lindell boulevard. 

It would therefore appear that a 
rational basis has been provided for 
the use of transfusions of blood of 
individuals who have _ recovered 
from the disease in the 1933 epi- 
demic in the treatment of the pres- 
ent outbreak, he declared, adding, 
“it is, of course, impossible to state 
whether therapy of this type will be 
effective.”

Edwin Schisler pointed out that 
none of the patients successfully 
treated for encephalitis in 1933 at 
Deaconess Hospital contracted the 
disease again this year. He said 
the hospital had 33 cases in the 
first epidemic and that six died. Of 
the 27 who recovered none has had 
the disease this summer.

mice. The virus, or causative agent 
of the disease, takes effect when 
implanted in the nose and throat of 
@ mouse, leading to the belief that 
human beings get it through the 
same portals. Injecting the virus 
under the skin of mice, he said, 
does not produce the disease. 

The infectivity of encephalitis is 
probably low, since doctors and 
nurses who were constantly exposed 
seldom acquired the disease, Dr. 
Broun continued, Although the 1933 
epidemic ended with the start of 
cold weather and the present out- 
break is expected to do the same, 
“we should be prepared for future 
outbreaks,” he warned. 

Describing the experiments at St. 
Louis University conducted by him- 
self, Dr. John Gruetter, Dr. R. O. 
Muether and Dr. Albert E. Casey, 
Dr. Broun said: 

“On Aug. 28 we secured brain 
material from two cases clinically 
diagnosed as encephalitis at St. 
Mary’s Hospital. This was imme- 
diately inoculated intracerebrally in 
mice. Culture of this brain materia] 
was sterile. 

“Nine days later one of the mice 
inoculated with material from one 
of these cases became ill and died 
on Sept. 6. The brain of this mouse 
was emulsified and injected in di- 
lutions into other mice. 

“Between the fifth and the 
eighth day after the injection, all 
mice inoculated with this mouse 
brain material became ill with

symptoms typical of the encephali- 
| tis which was produced by the 1933 
virus. These symptoms are ruffled 
fur, disinclination to eat, muscular 
tremors, muscular spasticity, local 
and general convulsions, coma and 
death. All mice eventually died or 
were killed when moribund to pre- 
| vent bacterial contamination of the 
| brain tissues.” 


Same Type as in 1933. 


The St. Louis University study, 
like that at Washington University, 
indicated encephalitis now present 
and that of 1933 were identical. 

Dr. Casey painted out that per- 
sons who had thegilisease four years 
_ago have antibodies in their blood 
| which neutralizes the virus, but it 
'is not known yet when the anti- 
| bodies are developed in the body. 

After discussion of the St. Louis 
University study, Dr. Curtis Lohr, 
‘president of the Medical Society, 
said the school deserved to be com- 
| plimented for a fine work. 


Speaking on “Cured Diabetes,” 
Dr. B. Y. Glassberg, an assistant 
in clinical medicine at Washington 
University, said the disease was 
more frequently found in brain 
workers than in laborers, but it has 
never been made clear just why 
this is so. 


In St. Louis there are between 
6000 and 8000 diabetics and in the 
metropolitan area between 30,000 
and 40,000 persons will probably de- 
velop the disease before they die, 
he asserted. “These figures illus- 
trate why diabetes has climbed 
from twenty-seventh place as a 
cause of death in 1900 to ninth 
place in 1934,” he continued. 

“They make it easy to believe 
that in Illinois diabetes was actually 
responsible for more deaths in 1935 
than was tuberculosis, hitherto re- 
garded as the Captain of the Men 
of Death, The development of mod- 
ern dietary regimes and more espe- 
cially the introduction of insulin 
has prolonged the life of the dia- 
betic to the point at which the 
patient who is faithful in following 
his diet and in taking his insulin 
may live just as long, possibly even 
longer than the non-diabetic, 

“Strangely enough, and in con- 
trast to the attitude prevailing to- 
ward most of the common dis- 
eases, physicians generally are of 
the opinion that diabetes is never 
cured. This belief has almost be- 
come axiomatic in the expression, 
‘once a diabetic, always a diabetic.’ 

Cure Thought Possible. 

“Certain experiences of the past 
few years lead me to the belief 
that this is not necessarily so. I 
believe that in a few cases cure of 
diabetes ig possible.” He then out- 
lined case histories of five patients 
which led him to that conclusion. 

Regardless of the interpretation 
that mky be placed on the case his- 
tories, he asserted, they re-empha- 
sized the tremendous importance of 
weight reduction in mitigating the 
severity of diabetes. 

Sulfanilamide, a_ recently-devel- 
oped drug which has been used 
successfully in treating many types 
of streptococcic infections, seeming- 
ly has come to stay, Dr. Hollis Al- 
len declared. Although remark- 
able results have been obtained 
through its use, there are accom- 
panying unfevorable results’ in 
many inctances, he warned. 

The Medical Society endorsed a 
health exposition to be given the 
last week of October to call atten- 
tion to the work of the United 
Charities agencies. Dr. Lohr as- 
serted it would be an unusual op- 
‘portunity for the medical profes- 
sion to demonstrate how money 
given to United Charities is being 
spent.

Under cross-examination by Yel- 


rector and union attorney, Lowery 
said the Etowah Rubber Workers’

tends the Etowah is “company 
dominated.” 

Lowery said he quit the URWA 
after eight months “when I saw 
it wasn’t accomplishing anything.” 
When he joined the URWA, he 
said, “we were told Akron would 
help us with our wage scale and 
we could get what Akron is pay- 
ing.” 

Lowery testified yesterday a ru- 
mor “that some fellows from Ak- 
ron were coming to close the plant 
down” was responsible for’ the 
storming of union headquarters by 
a mob here in June, 1936.

Rates Speed 


Most Important Attribute of 


Present-Day 


Football Player 


By Jimmy Conzelman 
Head Football Coach, Washington University. 
A nest of Monday morning quarterbacks were discussing the 
other day what characteristics would be most desirable in a candi- 


date for a football team. 


Size, power, ball-handling ability and co- 


ordination were suggested, but the majority decided that the desire 
to play the game was the important attribute a football man could 


have. 

Now there is no doubt that a 200- 
pound player is something pleasant 
to have around a gridiron. Size is 
important but only when the young 
fellow who has it also is able to 


move around. Unless he has the 
speed of foot to tackle in the open 
field, and charge fast when he 
makes a block there isn’t a place 
for him on any good team in the 
country. A smaller man who can 
do these things will handle him 
with ease. 
Speed and Power. 

Power is somewhat different. 
Power suggests speed but doesn’t 
always have it, and on a football 
field it can be brought to the earth 
by a tackle or a block well beneath 
the center of gravity which is some- 
where around the knees. When 
speed accompanies power you have 
something like Bronco Nagurski or 
Widseth who played last year on 
Minnesota’s line. 

Handling a ball is certainly im- 
portant but almost every player 
who has worked out with a football 
learns to control it as it comes to 
him. At least if he’s a backfield 
man, he does, for there isn’t a press- 
ing need for a lineman, other than 
an end, to show dexterity in that 
department. The best ball handler 
in the world would be of little val- 
ue to a team if he lacked speed 
after he got hold of it. 

Many football men with the fin- 
est muscular co-ordination fail to 
make the team. Every squad will 
have several players who look as 
if they should be potential stars. 
They are adept at catching passes 
and will be weak on defense or they 
may have an excellent running 
form but no drive in line play. No, 
co-ordination, while important, 
doesn’t always mean football suc- 
cess. 

On any football field it would be 
hard to find a candidate without 
the desire to play. It is practically 
certain that a player would not re- 
port for practice if he didn’t enjoy 
the body contact that the game re- 
quires, Yet, he might have the most 
consuming desire to get into the 
game and still be valueless to his 
coach. The country is full of fans 
who would give a lot to be able 
to step into a football line-up. The 
desire to play is there but the abil- 
ity is lacking. Any coach: could 
place a great team on the field if 
this was the most important char- 
acteristic of his candidates, for ev- 
ery squad has enough men out ‘for 
football with a burning ambition 
to make the team.

Speed, more 
than anything else, will make suc- 
cessful football ‘2:ams, 

Speed in the backfield, for 
stance, means more than a ball 
carrier out-running the defense. It 
actually makes blocking easier for 
the players making the block have 
only to hold it momentarily to al- 
low the runner to pass through the 
hole or around the tackler. Block- 
ing for a slow runner means hold- 
ing the opponent out of the path 
of the ball-carrier for a longer pe- 
riod, something hard to do when 
you consider that the offense is not 
permitted to use its hands and the 
defense may. 


Fast Linemen. 

Speed in the line means a fast, 
driving charge that, for either de- 
fensive tactics or blocking, is most 
desirable. The fast linemen make 
tackles in the open field, cutting 
off long gains and possible touch- 
downs. Speédy secondary defenses, 
even when they are drawn out of 
position by well-executed plays, will 
have speed to recover and overtake 
the man with the ball. Again, speed 


in- 


will cut down the number of com-’ 


pleted passes, or increase the num- 
ber, depending on which side has it. 

Harold “Red” Grange told me 
that he could run a 100-yard dash 
close to 10 seconds when he was 
startling the football world at IIli- 
nois University. Accounts of games 
always featured the Galloping 
Ghosts’ hip-shift and change of 
pace, but many ball carriers have 
these tricks. It’s the speed com- 
bined with the other maneuvers 
that put Grange over the goal-line.

Many of the American League 
struggles have had the fans ho- 
humming during the final month 
of the race. The winner in 


such cases was apparent; in- 
terest flagged. But year after 
year the National League flag 
race continues to be a battle be- 
tween from two to four. clubs, 
right down to the last week. 

Today the Cubs are hanging 
on grimly as the goal is in sight, 
and the Giants are battling to 
hold their scant lead. Had not 
injuries wrecked the Cardinal 
club, it, too, would be up there 
shouldering the leaders out of the 
way in the final pennant shove, 

Bill Brandt, publicity director 
for the National League, reveals 
in his weekly news release that 
in the last 28 years 14 of the 
National League races have been 
decided in the final week of the 
campaign. 

Since 1922 the winner and the 
runner-up in the National have 
been separated twice by a margin 
of only one and one-half games; 
four times the margin of differ- 
ence was only two games; three 
times the leaders were only four 
games apart, and twice five 
games separated them. 


Some Amazing Finishes. 

HE National League also 

has provided some of the 
major surprises of the baseball 
world, in some of its final strug- 
gies. In the American League 
mighty tanks like the Yanks 
crush all opposition and roll on 
to fore-ordained successes. 

But in the National League you 
seldom can tell when some under- 
dog is going to start snapping at 
the heels of the leaders. Per- 
haps the most astonishing finish 
of recent years was that of 1934 
when the Cardinals, some eight 
games behind the leaders, as late 
as the first week in September, 
overcame this handicap and won 
the pennant—and incidentally, 
the world championship. 

In a way that was an even 
greater feat than the one achieved 
by the Boston Braves of 1914 
when the famous trio of pitchers 
Tyler, Rudolph and James, 
twirled the team from last place 
in the race, in mid-July, into a 
league pennant and world cham- 
pionship in October. 

The Boston team was only 12 
games behind while still in last 
place and had three months to 
do their stuff. The Cardinals had 
only three weeks to overcome an 
eight-game deficit.

The closest race of all? Well, 
that too seems to belong to the 
National League, although it hap- 
pened back in the dim past 29 
years ago. In that year, due to 
the famous Merkle “boner” in 
failing to touch second base in a 
game between the contenders, the 
Giants and Cubs, the season end- 
ed in a tie. 

They replayed this game and 
“e Cubs won the pennant by 
the margin of one game, with 
the Pirates and Giants in a tie 
for second place!

He sud- 
denly has developed into a _ very 
successful trainer considering the 
time he has had to handle horses. 

His Fourteenth Winner. 

Wherhe saddled. Jewelry in the 
fifth race at Fairmount, yesterday, 
and the mare finished in front by 
a nose over As Always, Frank Kuri- 
nec had scored his fourteenth win- 
ner as a trainer. 


And he was a jockey only six 
months ago at Arlington Downs, 
Texas, and a few years before that 
he was a husky young lad without 


a vocation, an education or a horse. 
Today he has all the vocation he 
wants, he’s graduating to the up- 
per grades of horse-ology and he 
has a stable of seven horses. And 
the man who has to take the blame 
for it all is Otto Stieber, fireman of 
the City of St. Louis at Engine 
Company No. 45. 

“Mr. Stieber, at Engine House 
No. 45, thought I ought to be a 
jockey,” continued Kurinec. “That 
was back in 1933. He convinced 
Mr. A. J. Pershall that I might 
make a jockey, and here I am.” 

It happens that when young 
Kurinec was speaking, the crowd 
of 6500 at Fairmount Park was 
still talking about the fourth 
straight victory of a mare called 
Jewelry. The program says the 
horse is owned and trained by “F. 


I wouldn’t even be at the race 


Kurinec.” 

“I thought that mare was the 
finest buy in America,” said 
Frank, when asked about the de- 
tails of the transfer whereby he 
obtained possession of the horse 
from R. Barnett. 


“But it was all luck,” he added. 
“When the mare ran here on open- 
ing day I decided I wanted to 
have her in my stable. She won. 
The next time she ran, on Sept. 
14, I got over here to the track 
a bit late to enter a claim at 
$800, but I found out later that 
four owners had put claims in the 
box and all were rejected because 
of errors in the manner of enter- 
ing the claim. She won again. 
Then I was really happy, and I 
made sure I wasn’t late the next 
time, last Saturday, when I put 
in my bid for the $800. Jewelry 
won again, her third straight vic- 
tory, and I knew I was right. Well, 
she’s in my barn now, and she won 
this afternoon, which may or may 
not prove that’ the fireman was 
right.” 

“Who is the fireman?” his inter- 
viewer asked. 


“Otto Stieber, at No. 45. For some 
reason, he thought I had the mak- 
ing of a jockey, four years ago, and 
he induced A. J. Pershall of Gran- 
ite City to give me a trial. I gal- 
loped horses in the morning for 
Pershall and he finally put me up 
on a horse in a race at Bainbridge 
in 1934. I weighed 80 pounds. I 
scored my first winner on Nov. 30, 
1934, at New Orleans.” 

Fireman Was Wrong. 

But Fireman Otto Stieber was 
wrong so far as Kurinec’s riding 
ability is concerned for the boy 
was never able to develop into a 
star a sa jockey.

He quoted 
Mayor Watkins Overton and Police 
Commissioner Cliff Davis as saying 
recently that “CIO agitators and 
professional organizers will not be 
tolerated in Memphis.”

WASHING'SON, Sept. 22. — That 
the annuai cost of distributing com- 
modities reaches the total of more 
than $15,500,000,000, or about 28 per 
cent of the national income, is as- 
serted in an address at Boston yes- 
terday by Nathaniel H. Engle, as- 
sistant director of the Bureau of 
Foreign and Domestic Commerce of 
the Department of Commerce, be- 
fore the ninth Cor -cnce on Dis- 
tribution. 

The cost of producing these com- 
modities was estimated by Engle 
at no more than $18,500,000,000, or 
about one-third of the national in- 
come. He calculated that 40 per 
cent of the total value of manufac- 
tured wares was expended in pro- 
duction and something like 33 1-3 
per cent for distribution. 

Not Too High, Engle Believes. 

Engle then proceeded to what he 
admitted was a startling statement 
—that in his opinion, and  con- 
trary to general impression, the 
costs of distribution are not too 
high. 

He did not deny that the expense 
of marketing certain products might 
be excessive, but maintained that the 
processes of manufacture, in recent 
decades, had become increasingly 
more standardized and simplified, 
while those of marketing have 
grown more complex and intricate. 

He would agree, he said, that dis- 
tribution costs are too high only in 
the sense that all costs are too 
high, and so impose a limitation 
on the true objective of economic 
endeavor—consumption. 

Both functions, of production and 
marketing, are indispensable to 
the consumer, declared Engle, and 
“whether one outweighs the other 
in importance depends largely upon 
the point of view.” Critics are in- 
clined to believe, he stated, that 
production is all-important and dis- 
tribution insignificant, but the fact 
is, society has unconsciously placed 
heavier burdens on the marketing 
structure as a result of the growth 
of urban centers, widespread  ad- 
vances in communication and trans- 
portation, and the expansion of na- 
tional income. 

A Fundamental Difference. 

“There is,” he continued, “a fun- 
damental difference between pro- 
duction and distribution which is 
often overlooked. Production, in 
many industries, lends itself easily 
to economics because of the wide 
latitude offered for mechanization 
and the use of capital. Distribution, 
on the other hand, is largely a mat- 
ter of personal service. Here the 
labor factor is large, and machine 
methods have distinct limitations, 
For this reason it is much easier 
to reduce production costs than 
marketing costs.” 

To illustrate, Engle estimated the 
total retail value of cigars and cig- 
arettes during 1935, the last year 
for which statistics are available, 


at $1,500,000,000. The cost of pro- 
duction, computed on value added 
by the manufacturing process, was 
$268,119,000, while the expense of 
distribution was $500,343,000. 

In other words, the purchaser of 
a 15-cent package of cigarettes pays 
2.67 cents for its manufacture and 
4.98 cents for its marketing. 

Among confectionery products, 
the cost of distribution was found 
to be 43.6 of the total retail value, 
and the expense of production only 
29 per cent. 

In the furniture field, the cost of 
distribution was 49 per cent and of 
production 39 per cent. Thus the 
buyer of a $150 dresser pays only 
$58.50 for manufacuring but $73.40 
for marketing services. The pur- 
chases of a $100 radio delivers $45 to 
the manufacturer and $55 to whole- 
saler and retailer. 

Highest Distribution Costs. 

The highest distribution costs 
were found in the drug-grinding 
and essential oils industries, in 
which the percentage of marketing 
expense, based on retail value, was 
around 66 per cent. 

The proportion of total retail 
value absorbed by marketing costs 
was found to be 51.5 per cent in the 
case of washing machines; 54.7, in 
refrigerating apparatus; 54.4, in 
patent medicines; and 48.1 in per- 
fumes, cosmetics and toilet prepa- 
rations. 

Of total distribution expense to 
consumers of cigars and cigarettes, 
it was found that only $223,496,000, 
or about 45 per cent, went to labor. 
The payroll cost in marketing con- 
fectionery was $7,097,000, or about 
38 per cent of the total distribution 
expense. Corresponding ratios of la- 
bor costs to total marketing ex- 
pense in other fields were as fol- 
lows: Drug-Grinding, 53O per 
cent; essential oils, 50 per cent; 
patent medicines, 42 per cent; per- 


fumes and cosmetics, 50 per cent; 
furniture, 40 per cent; radio appa- 
ratus and phonographs, 50 per cent; | 
refrigerators, 50 per cent, and 
washing machines, 50 per cent. 


Middle Men’s Mark-Ups. 

It was said that wholesalers mark 
up the cost of manufactured prod- 
ucts from 9.3 per cent for cigars 
and cigarettes to 22 per’ cent for 
confectionery, 25 per cent on re-| 
frigerators, washing machines, ra-| 
dios and patent medicints, and 31.6 | 
on drug-grinding products. The re-! 
tailer, in turn, marks up the whole-| 
saler’s prices 37 per cent on cigars 
and cigarettes; 49 per cent on con- 
fectionery, 66 per cent on washing 
machines, radios, refrigerators and 
furniture, and 122 per cent on drug- 
grinding products. 

However, said Engle, in .umming 
up his findings, marketing costs do 
not appear to be too high in view 
of the magnitude of the distribution 
load, and “when compared with to- 
tal costs of production, there is lit- 
tle evidence to support the popular 
wail that they are excessive.”

WORLD’S LARGEST 
POWER PLANT UNDER 
WAY IN RUSSIA 


Dam on Volga to Be Biggest 
Undertaking of the Third 


Five-Year Plan.

MOSCOW, Sept. 22.—Construction 
of the world’s biggest power sta- 
tion, exceeding in its output those 
at Niagara Falls and equaling the 
entire power production of France, 
is officially announced as launched 
near Kuibishev, formerly Samara, 


on the Volga River 540 miles east | 


of Moscow. The station will be 
the biggest project of the Third 


Five-Year Plan and the most spec- 
_tacular single detail in the Bolshe- 
vik program to remake Russia. 

It was disclésed that the project 


had moved from the stage of blue- 
prints to the beginning of actual 
work. The plan now apparently 
adopted calls for a concrete dam 
across Europe’s biggest river below 
its junction with the Usa. The 
dam, to be three kilometers (1.8 
miles) long, will raise the Volga 
nearly 300 feet and generate hydro- 
electric power of 2,500,000 kilowatts. 
This figure compares with the l,- 
900,000-kilowatt projected capacity 
of the Grand Coulee Dam on the 
Columbia River in the United 
States. It is 70 per cent greater 
than the maximum figure which 
Lenin proposed to achieve in 15 
years over the entire Soviet Union. 
|By 1942 its production is expected 
to constitute one-third of the coun- 
'try’s entire power generation. 

The dam is expected to reclaim 
millions of acres of the Soviet 
Union’s famous black soil belt, now 
improvished by recurrent drouth. 
|The third purpose of the plan is to 
‘raise the level of the Volga for 
‘greater efficiency in shipping.

SOVIETS’ SUPREME JUDGES 
FIND THEY OFTEN HAVE FAILED 


Criminal Courts in Many Places 
Also Accused of Punishing 
Only Petty Offenders. 
(Copyright, 1937.) 
MOSCOW, Sept. 22.—Bolshevik 
self-criticism was applied to the 
Soviet Union’s Supreme Court itself 
yesterday as the Judges met in 
Moscow in a session reviewing 
their own failure to fulfill their 

plan. 

The country’s top-ranking Judges 
accused themselves of failing to es- 
tablish paternity in all alimony 
cases. Judge Reikhel, chairman of 
the Supreme Court’s Law Col- 
legium, reported that 97.4 per cent 
of all alimony cases were decided 
in the plaintiff's favor. He added: 

“Unfortunately, our  people’s 
courts have not yet outlived the 
bureaucracy of over-simplified 
methods of establishing paternity, 
and fail to unearth many hiding 
fathers.” 

. Judge Antonov Saratoysky, chair- 
man of the court’s criminal section, 
accused many of his fellow Judges 
of faiiure properly to apply the 
law of Aug. 7, 1932, which made 
the theft or abuse of Socialist prop- 
erty a major crime. In many re- 
publics of the Soviet Union, he 
charged, Judges applied this law 
only against petty embezzlers, while 
cases of “enemies of the people” 
who were sabotaging the interests 
of the state were too often “fixed.” 


PASTOR NIEMOELLER 
STILL AWAITING TRIAL 


Strong Opponent of Nazi 
Church Policies in Prison 
for 84th Day. 


By the Associated Press. 

BERLIN, Sept. 22.—The status 
of the Rev. Martin Niemoeller, fiery 
opponent of Nazi church policies, 
and a famous submarine come 
mander during the World War, 
was still a puzzle for Protestant 
Confessional circles today, the 
eighty-fourth day of his incarcera- 
tion at Moabit prison. 

His trial on charges of “slander- 
ing leading personalities of the 
state and the people” was sudden- 
ly postponed last month after sev- 
eral hundred churchgoers paraded 
in suburban Dahlem against a bar 
On prayer meetings on his behalf. 

He was to have gone on trial 
Aug. 10 but an indefinite postpone- 
ment was ordered. An official an- 
nouncement said the delay was 
owing to “the necessity for further 
examination of the evidence.” 

Niemoeller’s arrest grew out of 
militant sermons from the pulpit 
of his Jesus Christ Church in Dah- 
lem. 

Church circles felt last month 
that the trial postponement was the 
aftermath of the Dahlem demon- 
strations. Church men guessed 
that the Government preferred to 
avoid further manifestations and 
chose to wait until feeling had sub- 
sided before bringing the pastor to 
trial. 

Wholesale arrests marked the 
sabbath demonstration in Dahlem, 
Aug. 8, which Nazi versions called 
an attempt by “the Niemoeller 
clique” to create a disturbance. 
One hundred and fifteen paraders 
were arrested but freed after their 
names had been recorded. It was 
the first sizable Protestant demon- 
stration against Nazi efforts to reg- 
ulate church affairs. 


QUITS TAX APPEAL BOARD 


Logan Morris to Become Member 
of Washington Firm.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 22.—Logan 
Morris, whose resignation from the 
Board of Tax Appeals was accepted 
yesterday by President Roosevelt, 
said he would enter private prac- 
tice in Washington with a new firm 
of tax specialists. His resignation 
becomes effective Oct. 1 although 
his term would not have expired 
until 1938. 

A Coolidge appointee, Morris be- 
came a member of the, board in 
April, 1925. He was chairman from 
1929 to 1933, being succeeded by 
Eugene Black, present chairman. 
President Harding appointed him 
special attorney to the Bureau of 
Internal Revenue in 1921. He served 
as assistant solicitor of the bureau 
from 1923 until his appointment to 
the Appeals Board in 1925.

Thinks G. O. P. Can Win.

E are hearing lots these days about 
a coalition of parties against the New 


Deal. It seems to be inferred that the 


Elephant is unable to battle the Donkey 
single-handed. 

The presidential charm and billions of 
our money in the hands of one party is 
indeed something formidable, but they 
can be beaten. 

The Democrats had everything in 1860, 
and they lost to a people’s candidate, Lin- 
coln, and they have been losing pretty 
regularly ever since. They nosed in with 
Cleveland twice, they won with Wilson 
by a fluke in 1912, and they got by with a 


_ political double-cross in 1916. They won 


again in 1932 simply because they had a 
ticket in the field, and they won again in 
1936 “just because.” 

In other words, they won six out of the 
last 20 national elections, three of them, 
as I think, by flukes, which makes their 
batting average a little above zero. 

In the election last fall, about 27,000,000 
men and women voted for Mr. Roosevelt, 
about 17,000,000 voted for Mr. Landon. As 
I interpret these figures, there are at least 
17,000,000 Republicans, about that many 
Democrats and 10,000,000 independent 
voters. 

What, the Republican party needs, in 
my humble judgment, is a program and a 
candidate in 1940 to attract these inde- 
pendent voters. With that combination, 
we'll carry every state where Republic- 
ans are permitted to vate. 

All this talk about coalition is, in my 
judgment, pure buncombe. It’s nice in 
theory, but not so good in practice. Let 
me quote one illustration. Last fall Al 
Smith jumped his party for Landon. Cam- 
paigning for Senator Copeland last week, 
he referred to the Democratic party as 
“my party.” The Roosevelt party was 
elected as Democrats and as Democrats 
they will be beaten by Republieans flying 
the Republican flag.

: MILK: A REGIONAL PROBLEM. 

The local milk problem was not solved with the 
virtual fold-up of the Waterloo Milk Co.’s attack on 
the validity of St. Louis’ standard milk ordinance. 
Were every dairy in St. Louis delighted with the strict 
requirements of the ordinance and doing its utmost 
to comply in the city, the problem, in terms of the 
metropolitan area, would remain. This is so for 
the simple reason that uninspected milk is being sold 
outside the city, but within greater St. Louis, where 
the St. Louis milk ordinance has no effect. 

The business of producing and distributing milk for 


'St. Louis ¢reates a public health problem which is 


It is larger than

larger than the City of St. Louis. 
the city and St. Louis County combined. 
which divides Missouri from Illinois does not divide 
the milk problem. The milk problem of the St. Louis 
metropolitan area is as large as the area itself. 
Under the United States Public Health Service or- 
dinance, which is gradually being placed in effect in 
St. Louis, uninspected milk cannot be sold in St. 
Louis, nor can milk from producers which meet the 
requirements be sold if the distributing dairies are 
delinquent at their plants. This affords protection 
for persons who live in the city, but what about the 
several hundred thousand persons who do not happen 


to live within the city limits of St. Louis, yet whose 


interests are so much a part of St. Louis that they 


think of themselves as St. Louisans? 

To take up St. Louis County first, City Health Com- 
missioner Bredeck and County Health Commissioner 
Meyer both report a general willingness on the part of 
St. Louis dairies to provide county consumers with in- 
spected and otherwise approved milk. University 
City, Clayton, Kirkwood, Webster Groves and Fergu- 
son have milk ordinances antedating the standard or- 
dinance in St. Louis, but lack of funds for full-fledged 
enforcement has prevented the residents of these 
communities from receiving adequate protection in 
the past. Regulation in these communities, in any 
event, suffered so long as St. Louis proper was de- 
ficient in its legislative attack on the problem. 

Be that as it may, the present machinery does not 
assure a pure milk supply to all county residents by 
any means. Dr. Meyer and the two tnspectors who 
check the conditions under which milk is produced 
in the county for county consumption are zealous 
enough but they lack the authority and the means 
they should have. In the first place, much of the 
county is not covered by ordinances; unincorporated 
areas and communities which do not have adequate 
ordinances or whose ordinances are ineffective are 
potential if not actual markets for unapproved milk. 

In the second place, the plan of the St. Louis dai- 
ries to raise a fund from their own treasuries for 
county inspection, recently proposed to Dr. Meyer, 
is unsatisfactory on its face. Whether or not a 
tax of 4 cents a hundred pounds of milks such as St. 
Louis levies on dairies to support its ordinance, is too 
high, it is basic that local government should estab- 
lish the machinery for financing inspection and en- 
forcement. Inspection should not be on a voluntary 
basis, subject to change if the dairies choose, 

Why this should not be left to the dairies is dem- 
onstrated by the situation in the populous communi- 
ties across the river. Although in another state, East 
St. Louis, Belleville, the Tri-Cities and many other 
Illinois cities are an important part of the St. Louis 
milk market. The trucks of St. Louis dairies deliver 
milk to homes in them just as they do in St. Louis. 
And yet the great quantity of milk which these dai- 
ries sell on the Illinois side is uninspected. It comes 
from the same milkshed and it is received and bot- 
tled in the same plants as is the approved milk sold 
in St. Louis, but this does not make it safe and of 
high .quality. 

If this is the situation in the unprotected communi- 
ties in Illinois, what assurance is there that the un- 
protected residents of the county will receive inspect- 
ed milk unless they set up safeguards of their own? 

When Chicago placed its standard milk ordinance 
in effect, Chicago dairies promptly dumped their un- 
inspected milk—no longer permitted within the city 
—in the heavily populated suburbs. The result was 
that outlying communities banded together to pro- 
tect themselves. To cite one instance, the cities from 
Waukegan down to Evanston joined hands to estab- 
lish a milk district which gave their residents the 
protection which Chicagoans enjoyed. 

The same thing must be done in the St. Louis area. 
A central St. Louis County milk authority, preferably 
centered in the County Health Department, should 
be created at the earliest possible opportunity. Mean- 
while, each incorporated community should adopt 
the standard ordinance and enforce it. The new pub- 
lic health district created with the merger of the 
public health agencies of East St. Louis and three 
adjoining townships affords the means for an attack 
on uninspected milk in St. Clair County. Alton re- 
cently set the example for other Madison County 
cities by adopting the standard ordinance. 

The situation may be complicated by the fact that 
the St. Louis market is under-supplied—that at pres- 
ent there is not enough approved milk to meet all 
demands, That still does not change the public 
health necessities. As regulation is extended the area 
will produce more milk of a high grade and less of 
low grade. Here is a regional problem and it should 
be treated as such by the communities, the authori- 
ties and the dairies.

It appears to us a lot of loose and irresponsible 
statements are being made about the so-called bump- 
er crop of babies being produced by the colonists of 
Matanuska Valley, Alaska. In something more than 
|two years, the stork has distributed about 100 small 
bundles in Matanuska, and that adds up, as the vital 
Statisticians calculate it, to 44 per 1000 population. 
Pointing proudly to that figure, the partisans of the 
Matanuskans show that, by comparison, the baby- 


producing rate of the United States is only 16.9 per 
; thousand. 


But the Matanuska colonists are people in the prime 
of life, especially selected to undertake pioneering 
hardships, and they might have been presumed to 
|have babies galore, since babies develop into farm- 
hands and are therefore potential assets to the col- 
onists. On the other hand, ‘the birth-rate figure for 


this country includes a population with a heavy 
percentage of the very young and very old who are 
completely out the child-getting cycle. 

We do not wish to disparage the Matanuska per- 
formance, but it seems only fair-to-middling, with no 


crop-control plan needed.

TOWARD A ONE-CHAMBER LEGISLATURE? 

Almost unnoticed, an organization is taking form 
for the purpose of forcing a vote in! Missouri on the 
adoption of the one-chamber Legislature plan, such 
as is now in operation in Nebraska. Headed by Ray 
Buchan, members of the group have held several 
meetings in St. Loufs and now are preparing to draft 
an amendment to the State Constitution which they 
propose to submit to the voters by means of the ini- 
tiative. The plan is to set up similar groups through- 
out the State, which would circulate the petitions for 
the required number of signatures in time to have 
the question on the ballot a year from this Novem- 


ber. 
Assuming that the organization is composed of de- 


termined citizens who will go through with their) 


plans, the work they are embarked on becomes truly 
important. They can, just as Senator Norris and his 
followers did in Nebraska, take the question to the 
people over the opposition of the two-chamber Legis- 
lature, most of whose members stand to lose their 
seats in the change. It would be idle to say that the 
unicameral system holds the seclution to all the ills of 
state government. It can be demonstrated, however, 
that responsibility is more definitely fixed and that 
the opportunities for efficiency are greater. 

In any case, a popular debate on the question in 
Missouri would be a wholesome thing for the State. 
There is no greater need in Missouri than to awaken 
the people to the urgent necessity for breaking the 
hold of the special interests which now dominate leg- 
islative sessions through their hand-picked legislators. 
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IN THE “ATHENS OF MISSOURI”! 

It is shocking to read of mob violence, or attempts 
at mob violence, in any community. 

It is doubly shocking to read of such an occurrence 
in a community blessed beyond the average with 
civilizing influences. 

We refer to the effort Monday night at Columbia 
by a mob of 200 persons, to take a young Negro 
from the county jail. Happily, the mob had been 
foiled in advance by the removal of the prisoner to 
another county for safekeeping. Save for that fore- 
handed action by the county authorities, an ugly situ- 
ation must have arisen. 

A theoretical case can be built up against a Fed- 
eral anti-lynching act, but the constant recurrence of 
sadistic outbreaks like that at Columbia is making 
irresistible the argument on the other side. 
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THE POISONED CUP. 

A spectacled little boy strode sturdily to the plat- 
form, faced his audience of fellow pupils, with here 
and there a fond parent to witness an offspring’s tri- 
umph, and began: 

At midnight, in his guarded tent, 
The Turk was dreaming of the hour 
When Greece, her knee... 

Treacherous memory. The words wouldn’t come. 
After an endless minute of embarrassment a fresh 
start was made. The second effort ended like the 
first. “When Greece, her knee”—that was as far as 
he could get. A third trial, with the same result. At 
this point, the teacher, grave and old and wise, inter- 
vened encouragingly to say: “Grease her knee once 
more, Theodore.” 

The spectacled little boy went on to finish the 
piece and to go other places and do other things; to 
be hailed as “Teddy” from many a friendly gallery; 
to become the “T. R.” of great power and much glory; 
to be identified in history as “the first Roosevelt.” 
But the school-day incident was a haunting experi- 
ence, in which, as he laughingly liked to recall, he 
really did “sweat blood.” 

If Homers nod, may not obscure mortals fumble? 
They may and do. And their errancies are usually 
pinked with fine gusto. But occasionally, as in to- 
day’s letter column, a Dr. Prig appears, to serve the

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PROF. FRANKFURTER AND THE PACKING PLAN. 

No doubt, in view of the widespread misunderstand- 
ing and misrepresentation of the part played by Prof. 
Felix Frankfurter of Harvard in the New Deal, there 
will be some surprise at the news from Washington 
that the Roosevelt-Frankfurter alliance has come to 
grief on the rocks of the court-packing scheme. There 
ought to be no surprise. No one familiar with the 
Frankfurter philosophy, with its expressed faith in 
the orderly processes of democracy as a means of 
progress, could have supposed for a minute that he 
approved the revolutionary and dangerous short-cut 
advocated by the President in the packing bill. 
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Some officials enjoy their vacations and others are 
hounded by bond scandals and Klan exposes. 
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LOOKING AHEAD. 

In September, 1963, the paw-paws will be adding 
a savory tang to the Ozark mornings, and St. Louis, 
having had an earful of Branch Rickey through the 
long, unhappy summer days, will be listening to what 
Jimmy Conzelman and Cecil Mullerleile have to say 
about the prospects of the Bears and Billikens, and 
somewhere a Bureau of Research will have examined 
the State budget and Col. Mulberry Sellers will be 
designated to broadcast the news from his trans- 
Stygian station. 

Assuming the Government at Jefferson City can, 
for the next 25 years, keep up the spending pace 
of the last quarter of a century, the figures will en- 
trance Col. Sellers. If we multiply expenditures 
by 10 in the period ahead of us, as we have since 
1913, it will be a saga of billions. Jefferson City will 
then be disbursing, biennially, the tidy sum of 
$1,938,619,270. The county seats will be distributing 
a total of $1,468,690,980. And the city halls, with 
urban precision, will be getting rid of an even round 
billion. 

If addition can stand it, without cracking under the 
strain, the full-blown biennial bill of government in 
Missouri along in ’63 will be $4,407,30,250. But don’t 
be alarmed. Tom Pendergast will not let us down. 
Tom will instruct his Governor to send a committee 
of three from the Senate to Olympus with orders to 
trade the Missouri River for the golden currents of 
Pactolus. And the Senate committee of three—Casey 
and Kinney and Brogan—will turn the trick. 
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With Boss Pendergast’s pledged support, Senator 
Clark will enter the contest for re-election holding 
all five aces. 
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What Is the Practice of Law? 


Lawyers are encroaching on commercial functions, insurance publication charges; limi- 
tations sought by Missouri bar groups could be used to drive claim adjusters, 
credit men, ticket agents and others from field, it asserts; estimates 4,000,000 em- 
ployes might be affected; attorneys say no such sweeping application is planned.

DEVELOPMENT which deserves the im- 

mediate and serious attention of every 

far-sighted business man seems to be the 
growing tendency on the part of America’s 
legal profession to encroach more and more 
upon the routine functions which business 
men have for many years performed for 
themselves as a matter of course. 

One has only to inform himself upon some 
of the court actions which bar groups have 
brought against laymen in the several states 
to come to the realization that an aggres- 
sive campaign by the lawyers’ organizations 
is not only in the making, but has already 
made more than a little progress. 

To the legal mind such moves are thor- 
oughly justifiable, on the ground that those 
unskilled in the mysteries of the law should 
not be permitted to participate in any of its 
functions. But to the experienced business 
man, who is often better versed in a partic- 
ular line than any attorney, such a move- 
ment comes as a distinct and unnecessary 
annoyance and an invasion of his rights. 

> * . 

His position is that, in two fields so close- 
ly complementary as business and the law, 
there must be a twilight zone of separation 
in which one group is as well qualified to op- 
erate as the other. And when the lawyers’ 
organizations attempt to set up a sharp and 
advanced line of demarcation, not in the 
center of this twilight zone, but at that exact 
outer edge where the admitted and agreed 
functions of the business man begin, he feels 
that he is being imposed upon. He holds 
that the attorney is attempting to push him 
off the sidewalk. 

Because the proceedings of bar groups 
against business men are usually for spe- 
cific alleged violations in widely separated 
jurisdictions, this trend has been a long time 
taking the limelight. It was not, in fact, 
until the taking of testimony began recent- 
ly in a suit for declaratory judgment upon 
what constitutes the practice of law in Mis- 
souri, brought by six large mutual casualty 
insurance companies against Boyle Clark, 
general chairman of that State’s bar com- 
mittees, and the members of his advisory 
committee, that the issue became clear. 

The proceeding was inspired by the citing 
for contempt of court of several of the com- 
panies on the ground that their Missouri 
adjusters practice law in settling claims 
which are made against the companies as 
the result of acts of their policyholder mem- 
bers. When the Missouri Supreme Court 
gave permission to file such an action in the 
Circuit Court at Columbia, and the~ bar 
groups agreed to it, business generally con- 
sidered the matter simply a formal method 
of having the courts set up a workable code 
for insurance adjusters in Missouri. 

* * * 

But when William 8S. Hogsett, chief coun- 
sel for the insurance companies, stood off 
the bitter objections of the bar committees 
attorneys to introduce into evidence the re- 
sults of a questionnaire he had submitted to 
a number of leading trade associations and 
business organizations, opinion changed with 
lightning swiftness. The tabulation showed 
that 30 such organizations, a mere fraction 
of the national total, employ almost 4,000,000 
laymen in performing acts that the Missouri 
attorneys seek to have declared the practice 


of law. The practices affect almost every 
business in which disputes are adjusted with 
customers, in which opinions incidental and 
pertinent to the business are given, and in 
which the blanks in contractual documents 
are filled in. 

They concern such diverse types of busi- 
ness men as accountants, credit men, trans- 
portation rate experts, realtors, insurance 
agents, department store complaint adjust- 
ers, newspaper and magazine advertising 
salesmen, bank officers, and even such enor- 
mous groups as the agents who would be 
considered to be drawing contracts in filling 
out tickets on railway, bus, steamship, and 
air lines. He showed how impossible it 
would be for lawyers to take over these du- 
ties, now being handled by millions of lay- 
men, by producing certified figures indicat- 
ing that there are but 175,000-practicing law- 
yers in the United States. 

However, it was when counsel for the bar 
groups objected that they had no intention 
of going to such lengths in enforcing the 
Missouri definition of the practice of law 
that Attorney Hogsett scored the most tell- 
ing point that has been made in the course 
of the controversy. 

“The intentions of any bar committee are 
of no importance in matters of this sort,” he 
explained. “The court is being asked to 
set a rule of law, and once set it must be 
enforced uniformly. Who is the bar com- 
mittee to take upon ‘itself the authority to 
determine against what person or groups of 
persons the law will be enforced or will not 
be enforced?” 

The counsel declared that the definition 
of the practice of law is simple and familiar 
—it consists of serving clients in a repre- 
sentative capacity, for a fee, in the deter- 
mining or securing of legal rights—and that 
there is an implied right for any legitimate 
business to perform the functions incidental 
to that business. 

7 . « 

For there can be no doubt that the prece- 
dents which are certain to be set in the 
Missouri case concern mutual insurance only 
incidentally. They are bigger than insur- 
ance. They take in the whole of American 
business, and upon the findings of the court 
will doubtless depend the question of wheth- 
er the bar groups of other states will in- 
crease their efforts to extend the frontiers of 
the field of the law. 

It is exactly because the duty of any 
bar association is a double one that there is 
at once suggested to the lay mind this pos- 
sibility. If licensed attorneys are disciplined 
for engaging in practices which border upon 
the unethical, their natural response is to 
demand that they be given a wider and more 
fertile territory in which to operate, at the 
expense of other groups. 

There are many observers who hold that 
it is precisely this factor which is behind 
the increased aggressiveness of the lawyers’ 
organizations in seeking to extend the pro- 
fession’s exclusive functions. And they hold 
that it is unfair to seek to force business to 
carry the added burden of supporting the 
nation’s lawyers by forcing it to engage 
them to carry out unneeded and’ unwanted 
services which ean be performed more ef- 
ficiently and at less expense by experienced 
laymen:

BRITISH CONTROVERSY 
OVER DIVORGE LAW 


Church Attacks Reform Act, 
Other Groups Seek Still Fur- 
ther Liberalization. 


By the Associated Press. 

LONDON, Sept. 22.—Controversy 
over Britain’s divorce laws is con- 
tinuing, with church leaders attack- 


ing the new law broadening the 
grounds for divorce, while other 
groups advocate still further liber- 
alization to include habitual drunk- 
enness and life imprisonment. 

Not satisfied with the recent rev- 
olutionary changes in British di- 
vorce laws, including admission of 
cruelty, desertion and insanity as 
grounds for divorce, the Divorce 
Law Reform Union wants “addi- 
tional facilities for reasonable and 
equitable divorce.” 

Leaders of the Church of Eng- 
land, refusing to accept the prin- 
ciples of the new divorce laws, are 
expected to challenge with still 
more vigor any campaign for fur- 
ther changes. 

Explains Cruelty. 

A. P. Herbert, member of Parlia- 
ment and author of the new divorce 
act, returned to the controversy in 
a broadcast analysis of the provi- 
sions of the new bill He argued 
that cruelty as a ground for divorce 
under the new act does not mean 
“Hollywood or Reno cruelty.” 

“Legal cruelty has been strictly 
defined by the English courts for 
a very long time as ‘conduct of 
such a character as to have caused 
danger to life, limb or health (bod- 
ily or mental), so as to give rise 
to a reasonable apprehension of 
such danger, 

“But danger to mental health 
does not rightly or wrongly include 
what the Americans know as 
mental cruelty. That is to say, 
no one will be able to get a divorce 
because a husband spends too much 
time fishing, or a wife becomes a 
film star, and so on.” 

Preparations are being made for 
handling the extraordinary rush of 
applicants for divorce which is ex- 
pected when the new Matrimonial 
Causes Act goes into effect in Jan- 
uary. 

Last year the courts rejected 22,- 
000 formal petitions for divorce on 
grounds which, after Jan. 1, will be 
acceptable. The Liverpool Dioce- 
san Review, edited by the Bishop of 
,Liverpool, as a guide to the in- 
crease in divorces expected, states 
that “there are in this country not 
fewer than 150,000 men and women 
who are married but legally sep- 
arated—divorced in all but name.” 

Church Rejects Reforms. 

So far church leaders have flatly 
refused to accept as church prac- 
tice any of the divorce reforms ap- 
proved by the state. Fundamental 
church law on the question of mar- 
riage and divorce remains the 
same. Individual clergy are ex- 
pected to interpret the new divorce 
laws differently, but on the whole 
it is expected that persons divorced 
under the new rules will not be 
permitted remarriage by the church 
nor admission to communion. 

More than ever before, it is 
pointed out, individuals seeking di- 
vorce will have their choice between 
adherence to church laws or accept- 
ance of the laws of the state as 
regards marriage or divorce, 


NURSERIES ON SOVIET TRAINS 


Attendants Provided to Look After 
Traveling Babies. 
(Copyright, 1937.) 

LONDON, Sept. 22.—Nurseries 
are included in all the newly-built 
trains of the Soviet Union, with 
trained nurses to look after the 
babies, who travel in small bunks 
arranged along the walls. 

All large railway stations are be- 
ing fitted with facilities for chil- 
dren. Kindergartents, nurseries and 
rest rooms furnished with cots are 
provided by the railway, so that 
mothers may leave their children 
while waiting for a train or shop- 


ping. 


D’ANNUNZIO HEADS ACADEMY 


Mussolini Names Him to Post as 
Successor to Marconi.

ROME, Sept. 22.—Premier Mus- 
solini today named Gabriele D’An- 
nunzio President of the Royal 
Academy to succeed the late Gugli- 
elmo Marconi. The appointment 
means that the famed poet-patriot 
will again be seen in Rome, after 
a decade of only rare appearances. 

Mussolini also appointed Marsh- 
al Pietro Badoglio, veteran of the 
Ethiopian campaign, to be Presi- 
dent of the National Council of Re- 
search, another of Marconi’s posts.

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LIFE TENURE PROPOSED FOR 
PRESIDING EPISCOPAL BISHOP | 


Report Says “This Church Needs 
Visible Symbol of Its Na- 
tional Unity.” 

By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, Sept. 22.—A recom- 
mendation that the presiding 
Bishop of the Episcopal Church in 
the United States be given a life 
tenure, along with increased pow- 
ers, will be submitted to the gen- 
eral convention of the church 
which opens in Cincinnati Oct. 6. 

The report of a joint committee 
of bishops, priests and laymen; 
made public last night, suggested 
that instead of the present three- 
year term of office, the presiding 
Bishop should be elected to serve 
until a fixed retiring age of 70 
years. 

The report also recommended 
that a presiding Bishop surrender 
the jurisdiction of his diocese to a 
Bishop-coadjutor, so that he would 
be able to devote his entire atten- 
tion to the national church. 

“In reply to those who question 
the advisability of making any 
changes at all,” the report said, “we 
would say that this church needs, 
increasingly, a visible symbol of its 
national unity.” 

The committee advocated the 
appointment of a commission of 
bishops, presbyters and laymen to 
study the matter of a primatial see 
for the presiding Bishop, suggest- 
ing the possibility of such see in the 
diocese of Washington. 


ROOM-SIZE ‘IRON LUNGS’ 
URGED BY THEIR INVENTOR 


Would Permit Easier Treatment of 
Infantile Paralysis Patients, 
He Says. 
By the Associated Press 

NEW YORK, Sept. 22. — Room- 
size “iron lungs” are advocated by 
Pref. Philip Drinker of the Harvard 
School of Public Health, who, with 
L. A. Shaw, invented the present 
type of respirator eight years ago. 

The room would be easier on the 
infantile paralysis patient than ly- 
ing in one spot in the narrow, five- 
foot-six-inch long metal barrel, the 
iron lung of today, which encloses 
the body up to the neck, he said. 
An important advantage of the 
room-size respirator, he says, is that 
the physician can enter it to min- 
ister to his patient. 

Prof. Drinker has built one suth 
room, at the children’s hospital, in 
Boston, to hold four patients. Doc- 
tors and nurses enter it through a 
double door. They notice no sen- 
sation out of the ordinary except 
a slight pressure in the ears, as the 
air of the whole room alternately 
becomes light and then returns to 
ordinary air pressure. Each room, 
he says, could accommodate eight 
patients. He thinks rooms will be 
cheaper in the end than separate 
“iron lungs,” which cost nearly 
$1000 each.

THERAPEUTIC THEATER 


FOR FAMILY QUARRELS 


Husbands and Wives Find 
Emotional Outlet in Spon- 
taneous Play-Acting. 


By the Associated Press. 

BEACON, N. Y., Sept. 22.—Hus- 
bands and wives have found a new 
outlet for family rifts at a thera- 
peutic theater here, where they go 
on the stage and quarrel to their 
hearts’ content. Results of the first 
six months’ use of this theater are 
reported in a new publication, “So- 
ciometry, a Journal of Inter-Per- 
sonal Relations.” ‘The editor is Dr. 
Gardner Murphy of Columbia Uni- 
versity. The publisher is J. lL. 
Moreno, M. D., who built the 
theater. 

The idea is defined thus—*“the 


full psychodrama of our interrela- 
tions does not emerge; it is buried 
in and between us.” In this the- 
ater, spontaneous play-acting, done 
under medical supervision, has 
brought out some of the hidden 
facts of married lives. 

The journal describes the play- 
acting of Robert and his wife Mary. 
They re-enacted some of their tiffs, 
and at the same time spoke the 
thoughts they had felt, but not ut- 
tered. 7 

“She never puts things in the 
right place,” was one of Robert’s 
asides. One of Mary’s was: “He 
is so restless. Why didn’t he let 
me wash the dishes?” 

Robert, it developed, had twe 
neuf ses, one about time and the 
other about space. He always wor- 
ried about being late for appoint- 
ments. His time trouble was so bad 
that he went to one appointment 
three hours early te escape worry 
over being late. In his space com- 
plex, anything misplaced, even the 
slightly up-tilted corner of a rug, 
worried him. 

Robert and Mary found escape 
from their troubles on the thera- 
peutic stage. They learned how to 
talk to each other when things 
went wrong. 

Another pair was George and 
Anne. She seemed to suffer from 
hysterical outbursts when alone 
with her husband. In public she 
treated him like a superior being. 
Alone, she called him names. She 
was an actress, and in her stage 
parts always had a sweet disposi- 
tion. On the therapeutic theater 
stage she was given opposite roles, 
and told to be a termagant. These 
she enacted at first with persons 
other than George. 

She enjoyed these roles. Shé 
gradually developed a sense of 
humor about them. Then she and 
her husband began acting together. 
Her sense of humor persisted, and 
in a few months her hysterical fits 
at home stopped altogether.

President Roosevelt's announce- 
ment yesterday that there would 
be no future outlays of money un- 
der the Public Works Administra- 
tion probably will not affect St.

HOFFMAN OPPONENT 
WINS IN NEW JERSEY 


The Rev. Dr. L. H. Clee Named 
by Republicans for Governor 
to Oppose Senator Moore. 


By the Associated Press. 

NEWARK, N. J., Sept. 22. — The 
Rev. Dr. Lester H. Clee climaxed 
a three-year fight with Gov. Harold 
G. Hoffman to win the Republican 


gubernatorial nomination from the 
candidate Hoffman supported in 
yesterday's primary. 

Clee’s 64,000-vote victory over Sen- 
ator Clifford R. Powell, Burlington 
County lawyer and legislative vet- 
eran, gave him the right to oppose 
in November United States Senator 
A. Harry Moore, Democratic or- 
ganization choice for an unpre- 
cedented third term as Governor. 
Both Hoffman and Powell today 
promised support to Clee. 

With only two of the State’s 3653 
districts missing, the vote was: Clee, 
247,292; Powell, 183,028. 

In 3073 districts, Moore 
265,163 votes. 

Will Oppose No. 1 Vote Getter. 

The November election will find 
a Republican political tyro, who in 
three years won the speakership of 
the State Assembly, his county's 
senatorship and his party’s guber- 
natorial designation, opposing a 
Democratic veteran, who entered 
politics in 1907 and is regarded as 
the Democrats’ No. 1 vote getter 
in the State. 

The State Democratic organiza- 
tion headed by Mayor Frank 
Hague of Jersey City made a spe- 
cial effort to roll up an impressive 
total as an indication that Moore’s 
popularity has not suffered by his 
opposition to New Deal measures. 

Moore’s native Hudson County, 
Democratic organization strong- 
hold, where Moore won his first 
political victory in 1914 as an anti- 
organization candidate in Jersey 
City’s municipal election, gave ap- 
proximately 100,000 votes, equaling 
the total he amassed when he 
won the senatorial nomination in 
1934. 

Third Try at Governorship. 

Moore, virtually unknown outside 
Hudson until he won the governor- 
ship in 1925 by 38,428 votes, was 
elected Governor a second time in 
1931 by 230,000 plurality, and United 
States Senator in 1934 by 231,000. 
In New Jersey a Governor cannot 
succeed himself. Moore is 59 years 
old. 

Clee, 49, who made Gov. Hoff- 
man's administration a major cam- 
paign issue and charged bi-partisan 
deals with the Democratic  or- 
ganization, rolled up a 50,000 major- 
ity in Essex County, where his clean 
government group joined him in at- 
tacking Hoffman. Clee asserted 
Hoffman by supporting Powell 
hoped to continue his adminstration 
“by proxy” and run again for Gov- 
ernor in 1940. 

The election provides an interest- 
ing situation for the Rev. and Mrs. 
F. Raymond Clee of Jersey City. 
Mr. Clee is a brother of the Re- 
publican nominee and his wife is 
the sister of Mrs. Moore.

Legion Parade Ends After 
18 Hours; Breaks Record 


Last Unit Stops Marching at 3 a. m. Today— 
Number in Procession Estimated at 
250,000, Spectators 2,500,000. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, Sept. 22. — The 
American Legion marched up Pifth 
avenue yesterday in a stirring dis- 
play of strength, color and num- 
ber that dwarfe@ all of its previ- 
ous annual parades, the first units 
stepping off up the gaily-decorated 
three-mile route at 9 a. m. and the 
last leaving the starting point at 
2:07 a. m. today. 


The parade ended at about 8 
o'clock this morning, after having 
been in progress .ore than 18 
hours. 

An unprecedented throng of New 
Yorkers, roughly estimated by the 
police to number 2,500,000, clogged 
Fifth avenue’s sidewalks for miles 
and then overflowed to side streets, 
where men, women and children 
squeezed and squirmed and stood on 
tiptoe, hoping to glimpse the 
marching veterans. 

No Way of Judging Crowd’s Size. 

All existing methods for judging 
crowds broke down. The Legion- 
naires marched briskly and in large 
groups, and no one watching them 
could say definitely how many 
Col. 
Millis Hiller, chief regulation of- 
ficer of the parade, put the number 
at about 250,000. Police officials 
would make no guess. 

The weather during most of the 
daylight hours of the parade was 
perfect for the marchers, whose 
polished steel helmets glistened in a 
bright autumn sun and whose 
heavily-trimmed, tight-fitting uni- 
forms kept their trim press in the 
cool air. Toward twilight, however, 
with many thousands still to make 
the one-hour journey from Twenty- 
sixth street to Seventy-ninth street, 
there were occasional sprinkles of 
rain. The evening —ir became raw. 

The parade placed in the back- 
ground all other activities of the or- 
ganization’s nineteenth annual con- 
vention. It virtually suspended 
business in the better part of the 
city and its effects were felt in 
virtually every metropolitan home. 
Normal routine on Manhattan, with 
Fifth avenue cut off to all except 
emergency traffic over its most 
strategic four and one-half miles, 
was out of the question. 


Every State Represented. 


Every State in the Union was rep- 
resented by a delegation marching 
as an entity, as were the Legion's 
foreign departments in the ter- 
ritories and possessions of this 
country and in a few foreign na- 
tions. The delegations were grouped 
in divisions and there was a total 
of 10 divisions in the parade. 

Led by a detachment of 75 New 
York City motorcycle police, the 


parade got under way just north 


of Madison Square at 8:55, five 
minutes ahead of schedule. 
mechanics of starting each detach- | 
ment at its allotted time and place | 
worked with surprising smoothness. 

Gov. Herbert H. Lehman and. 
Mayor F. H. La Guardia, stepping 
along in their Legion caps, were 
cheered when they marched past 
the congested grandstand in front 
of the Public Library, where the 
reviewing stand was placed. They 
left the parade there and remained 
most of the day to review the 
thousands who followed. 

At noon, more than 100 army 
planes made their first of three 
flights over the city. Small planes 
and bombers, large and small, 
droned through the air, heading 
north over Central Park in fine 
formation. The planes reappeared 
at intervals during the afternoon, 
and with their intricate maneuvers 


furnished something of novel inter- 
est. 

Many who came to watch the per- 
formance brought’ their lunches 
with them in baskets. An enter- 
prising liquor concern distributed 
hundreds of red cardboard peri- 
scopes, about two feet long, and 
these proved a boon to those in the 
back rows, who could get one before 
the supply was exhausted or cut off. 
A miniature reproduction of march- 
ing men an dwomen on the face of 
the periscope’s mirror was as near 
as many came to seeing the Legion 
parade, 

When darkness came, leaving the 
endless columns § still marching 
under the street lamps, colored 
searchlights played on the veterans, 
while the torn paper, streamers and 
confetti, ankle deep in some places, 
faded into obscurity. The crowds 
lining the sidewalks began to thin 
out as many, weary of standing 
long hours to no avail, gave up their 
hopes of seeing the Legion parade 
this year. 

All Legion Records Broken. 

At 7:15 p. m. yesterday the parade 
had broken all Legion records. 

Floats brought to the parade by 
the various delegations served not 
only to dramatize the States from 
which the veterans came, but to 
preclude the possibilitv of monotony 
in the incessant tramping of many 
feet. And the monstrous locomo- 
tives of the Legion's fun society, the 
40-and-8, brought whistles and bells 
and cannons as an antidote to too 
much martial music. 

The larger delegations in general 
followed the same order when fall- 
ing into line. First would come 
the colors, then a post band (usual- 
ly the organization holding the 
State championship); next would be 
&@ group of marching legionnaires 
and members of the auxiliary, some 
in fanciful costumes and others 
simply with overseas hats and 
canes, and then another band, led, 
generally, by two or more high- 
stepping drum majors—one of them 
a tiny boy or girl and the other an 
attractive, vivacious daughter of a 
legionnaire in her middle ‘teens. 

Then would follow a comic act, 
a tandem bicycle team dressed in 
the gay nineties, perhaps; and after 
that more veterans, usually includ- 
ing one who enjoyed lingering at 
the curbside to shake hands with 
one and all; and, finally, would 
come the detachment’s 40-and-8 
members, with their steam engines, 
their members in grotesque attire. 

St. Louis Drum Corps. 

The Greater St. Louis Drum Corps 
wore red jackets and white 
trousers, and their hats were 
adorned with white ostrich plumes. 
The St. Louis delegation ended with 
a drum corps from Wellston.

BAR COMMITTEE DISCUSSES 
CODE FOR AVIATION LINES 


Decides Companies Should Have 
Burden of Proof in ‘Act of God’ 
Defense.

KANSAS CITY, Mo., Sept. 22. — 
Attorneys from all parts of the 
United States argued last night 
over a provision in a proposed aero- 
nautical code which would prevent 
air lines from using an “act of God” 


defense against damage suits fol- 
lowing crashes. 

+ Col. John H. Wigmore, dean 
emeritus of the Northwestern Uni- 
versity School of Law, defended 
the provision before the National 
Conference of Commissioners of 
Uniform Law, meeting here in ad- 
vance of the American Bar As- 
sociation convention. 

He contended the fact that often 
there are no witnesses to air 
crashes made such a defense im- 
practicable. Other attorneys argued 
the air lines should be allowed to 
use the same defenses as other 
common carriers. 

The conference finally decided to 
permit air lines to use such a de- 
fense, but that the burden of proof 
should be placed on the lines and 
not on those suing. 

The code would make the air 
lines liable for a maximum of $10,- 
000 a person for deaths in crashes, 
but would make proof of neg- 
ligence unnecessary.

OIL PRODUCTION NEEDS FOR 
OCTOBER ABOVE SEPTEMBER 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 22.—The Bureau | 
of Mines estimated a daily average pro- 
duction of 3,568,100 barrels of crude oil 
would be necessary to meet the nation’s 
demand in October. 


The estimate was 58,800 barrels higher 
than the daily average estimated for Sep- 
tember and 477,900 barrels more than the 
actual daily production for October, 1936. 
The estimate was 12 per cent higher than 
the actual demand for domestic crude 
for that month. 

The bureau said the increased demand 
indicated for next month probably could be 
accounted for principally by an abnormal 
export situation and unusually low gaso- 
line yields due to a growth in demand for 
fuel oil. 

The bureau said crude oil production dur- 
ing the five weeks July 1 to Sept. 4 
averaged about 3,714,000 barrels daily and 
that during the period crude oi] stocks in- 
creased 2,167,000 barrels, of which 1l,- 
630,000 barrels were in domestic grades, 
indicating a daily demand for domestic 
crude during that period of 3,667,000 bar- 
rels 

Bureau officials estimated the domestic 
motor fuel demand for next month at 48,- 
550,000 barrels, 10 per cent higher than 
the actual a year ago. 

Exports of motor fuel for October were 
estimated at 3,250,000 barrels, an “in- 
crease of 250,000 over the September esti- 
mate. 

Stocks of gasoline on July 31 amounted 
to 70,120,000 barrels.

A LETTER TO A CITY 
THAT WANTS TO BE CLEAN 


Not at, Officer. 


The constitutional right of a citi- 
zen to swear at an officer was as- 
serted in Police Court yesterday by 
counsel for Joseph A. Bussmann, 
manager of the Bussmann Manu- 
facturing Co., charged with obstruct” 
ing an inspector of the Bureau of 
Weights and Measures by using pro- 
fane, derisive and insulting lan- 


guage. 
The lawyer, David E. Horn, cited 
Article II, Section 14, of the Mis- 
souri Constitution which provides 
that “no law shall be passed im- 
pairing the freedom of speech.” 
Bussmann, a_ stocky, vigorous 
man in his 40s, readily admitted 
that he had used violent language 
‘Sept. 1, when inspectors sealed a 
large uninspected scale which he 
said was used only for weighing 
scrap about the electric fuse manu- 
facturing plant at 2536W Univer- 
sity street, but he allowed himself 
a fine distinction. 
“I wasn’t swearing at them,” he 
said, turning toward the Court. “I 
was just swearing around them.” 
Inspectors~ Louis Webber and 
John McAteer questioned Buss- 
mann’s sense of direction. 
After dismissing charges of resist- 
ing an officer and using an unin- 
spected scale and uninspected 
weights, Judge Ruddy expressed 
surprise at the unprecedented ap- 
pearance of a censtitutional issue 
in Police Court. He did not pass 
on the question but he obviously 
was impressed at Bussmann’s in- 
dignation at having his honesty im- 
pugned. 
“There seems to have been a lack 
of understanding about the use to 
which the scales were put,” Judge 
Ruddy remarked as the one-hour 
hearing drew to a close. “Mr. 
Bussmann’s profanity appears to 
have been provoked by an under- 
standable misunderstanding,” he 
added, ordering the case dismissed. 


ST. CHARLES BOARD OF WORKS

Walter C. Hueffmeier Declares He 
Is Still Willing to 
Serve. 

Walter C. Hueffmeier, president 
of the St. Charles Board of Public 
Works, yesterday filed at the office 
of the City Clerk a letter repudi- 
ating his resignation which had 
been received several hours earlier 
in the day. 

Hueffmeier, a baker, stated that 
he understood two other members 
of the board, Theodore Willbrand 
and Emil Heitgerd, were to have 
sent in their resignaticns, but that 
they had failed to do so. He said 
he had been induced to sign the 
resignauon by R. M. Thomson, 
newspaper editor, and Dr. George 
W. Tainter, both of whom are ac- 
tive members of the Municipal 
League, which is sponsoring munic- 
ipal ownership of the lighting plant. 
F. C. Baker, vice-president of the 
board, resigned two weeks ago, as- 
serting that the board had failed to 
carry out the mandate expressed 
in the April election, when a mu- 
nicipal .ownership ticket was 
elected.

T is very easy to brighten’ the

So many women have 
eyes that lack depth. City folk 
especially have shallow eyes _be- 
cause of the shortness of their 
horizons. It igs among people who 
live on the plains or who follow 
the sea, people who are accus- 
tomed to looking at far-away ob- 
jects, that one finds eyes with 
depth to them. And so it is my 
belief that every woman who wish- 
es lovely eyes should practice long 
distance gazing daily. She should 
try to pick out the details of some 
far-distant horizon. This is an ex- 
cellent exercise for the eyes, and 
helps to promote their health and 
beauty. 

Exercise should always be con- 
sidered an important factor in eye 
health. The eyes, like most other 
organs, are controlled by sets of 
nerves and muscles. These demand 
a certain amount of exercise to 
keep them in condition. Constant 
focusing puts too much pressure 
On some nerves and muscles, while 
thers have not enough, and this 
s at the bottom of many muscu- 
lar eye afflictions. 

Eye exercises are designed to re- 
store muscular balance. They 
should not be recommended pro- 
miscuously, but should be outlined 
and directed by a specialist. The 
following, however, may be safely 
practiced by anyone whose eyes 
are in normal condition: 

Turn the eyes slowly to the 
right. Next, roll them up ag far 
as possible. Then turn them slowly 
to the left, and after this roll them 
downward. Roll them in a com- 
plete circle in their sockets. Do 
this exercise only a few times at 
first, and then gradually increase 
the number of times. - 

Hold a quarter between your 
thumb and forefinger at eye-level, 
and focus your eyes upon it. Then 
slowly move the quarter to the 
right and to the left, following it 
with your eyes. Fix your eyes on 
a large piece of furniture or a 
_ wall space, and let your gaze travel 
slowly around the circumference 
as if it were an insect crawling on 
iow edge.

A Dog Lobbies for Congressional Bill

BILL came up before a sub- 
A committee in Congress, last 

spring, to grant free rides on 
all railroad trains to dogs which are 
used to guide the blind. The bill 
found favor with the sub-commit- 
tee, largely through the “lobbying” 
of a big young police dog named 
Rex.
